McClellan's statement, issued 
on behalf of the eight-member, 
bi-partisan investigative panel, 
gaid that the alleged perjury 
attributed to Hoffa had been 
commited in his testimony re- 
lating to his financial interest 
in the State Cab Co. of Indian- 
apolis. 


Hoffa testified carlier this 


month that he lent $8000 to/| ing 


David Probstein, an Indianap- 
olis attorney, to start the cab 
company because he wanted to 
see a union cab company op- 
erating in the city. He denied 
he had any further financial 
interest in the undertaking. 
Details of Charge. 

McClellan said, however, in 
his statement today: 

“The committee has estab- 
lished substantial evidence 
that Mr. Hoffa did not tell 
the truth when he stated that 
his only interest in David Prob- 
stein’s State Cab Co. was an 
$8000 loan. He repeatedly de- 
nied that he had any further 
interest. 

“The committee has sent to 
the Justice Department records 
indicating that the State Cab 
Co., which allegedly belonged 
to David Probstein, was, in 


fact, set up, established andi ¢ 


financed by Mr. Hoffa-and Mr. 
Bert Brennan. We hope the 
Justice Department will. pur- 
sue expeditiously this apparent 
willful perjury.”

DELICATESSEN 
OWNER SHOT T0 
DEATH IN HOLDUP 


Without Money — 
Victim Walked Near 
Toy Pistol. 


Vito Marino, 75 years old, 
owner of a delicatessen at 2629 
North Spring avenue, was shot 
and killed last night by one of 
two armed men who tried to 
rob the store. The men fled. 


Marino, his wife and a neigh- 
bar, Mrs. John Gilpin, were in 
the front of the store when two 
men entered and displayed pis- 
tols, announcing a holdup. 


Mrs. Marino told her husband 
to give them the money, police 
were told. As he turned to- 
ward the rear of the store he 
walked near a plastie toy pistol 
hanging on a nail on the wall, 
and three shots were fired. 

The holdup men, Negroes, 
ran out and left in an automo- 
bile without obtaining any 
money. A 12-year-old boy, Col- 
lier Marble, was sweeping the 
sidewalk. He saw them arrive 
and leave. 

Mrs. Marino had just re- 
turned to her home, above the 
store, from a hospital after suf- 
fering a heart attack. 

A man who held up G. O. 
Nehring in his drug store at 
4044 Lexington avenue, just at 
closing time at 10 o’clock last 
night, was believed to have 
been struck by one of. four 
shots fired at him by a police- 
man as the robber ran. 

Nehring and his wife had 
gone part of the way up the 
stairs to their apartment above 
the store with the cash receipts 
when she heard the robber 
threatening to kill her hus- 
band. 


She went on up and tele- 
phoned police. | 

Cpl. James Davis was in a 
police car two blocks south, at 
Clay and Sullivan avenues, 
when he heard the report on 
the radio. He drove up in front 
of the store just as the robber, 
a Negro, stepped out. 

“He sli to one knee and 
nearly fell,” Davis said. “He 
kept going, east, and I ran 
after him, firing one shot as 
he went through a gate behind 
the store.” 

“He was vaulting fences, and 
I fired three more shots, and 
with the last one he screamed,” 
the officer said.

TAIPEI, Formosa, Sept. 20 
(AP)—A Nationalist convoy ran 
the Communist blockade of 
Quemoy today for the seventh 
straight day and unloaded sup- 
plies under heavy Red gunfire. 

Nationalist military _head- 
quarters here refused to say 
how many landing ships made 
it to the shell-raked beach of 
the offshore island. But head- 
quarters said Red shore batter- 
ies had pumped 2435 shells 
onto Quemoy up to midafter- 
noon, 


Nationalist fighter planes fly- 
ing protective cover for the 
supply convoy were challenged 
Mig-17s. The Nationalist fight- 
firing, they reported. 

Nationalist headquarters said 
their warships sank one Red 
Chinese gunboat and damaged 
another in a clash off the coast 
of Communist Chiria. 


Spokesmen said the naval 
action took place near the 
mouth of the Min river, which 
leads to the once bustling port 
of Foochow. The port city is 
the capital of Fukien province. 

In another development, Adm. 
Harry D. Felt, commander in 
chief .of. United States forces 
in the Pacific, arrived for five 
days of talks with President 
Chiang Kai-shek and other Na- 
tionalist leaders and American 
commanders. 

Felt said on his arrival a 
great deal of progress had been 
made in running supplies to be- 
sieged Quemoy. He termed the 
Formosa Strait situation seri- 
ous but added, “I am not dis- 
ed.” He described the 
heavilly reinforced American 
forces in the area as very 
strong and quite adequate to 
deal with the situation. 

Felt is on his first visit to 
Formosa since he became top 
American commander in the 
Pacific two months ago. He is 
scheduled to leave for his Pearl 
Harbor headquarters Wednes- 
day.

The tunnel is 1200 feet be- 
low the flat top of the moun- 
tain, and about 2000 feet above 
the level of the surrounding 
desert. 

The tunnels for these experi- 
ments are designed so that the 
fférce of an explosion bottles 
itself up. The tunnels curve 
back on themselves at the far 
end, like the head of a cane. 
Like a snake biting its own 

mid-section, the impact, short- 
cutting from the terminal 
chamber through intervening 
rock, collapses and plugs the 
main «shaft before the force 
of the explosion can surge back 
through the curving tunnel. 

The new tunnel is about 300 
feet below the 1900-foot hori- 
zontal shaft in which the first 
shot was set off. Vibrations 
from this were registered as 
far away as Alaska, but ob- 
servers a couple of miles away 
saw only a slight tremor in 
the mountain top which stirred 
up a little surface dust.

Three Factors Considered. 


The Macmillan government, 
therefore, is preparing for pos- 
sible action in the light of three 
presumptions; 

1. Direct United States-Red 
Chinese talks may founder on 
the rocks of prestige factors 
and political inflexibility. 

2. Neither side in the dispute 
really wants a head-on military 
clash and that aecordingly pro- 
vides scope for some sort of 
negotiated settlement. 

3. Without prejudging the 
settlement, a change in the 
status of the offshore islands 
seems essenial if only to pre- 
vent the Reds from turning 
world tension on and off like 
a water tap. 

The British have sought to 
convince the Chinese Reds, di- 
rectly and indirectly, that 4 
fair settlement is negotiable. 

Opinion Against War. 

At the same time they have 
tried to convince the Ameri- 
cans that British, European 
and large elements of Asia 
opinion would be against any 
war to defend Chiang § Kai- 
shek’s precarious outposts. 

Diplomats here are fond of 
recalling that Red China and 
the United States teetered on 
the brink of open war over 
Indochina: nearly five years 
ago. Great Britain and Soviet 
Russia at that time seized the 
initiative to bring about the 
Geneva settlement ending the 
grinding Indochinese civil war 
and averting a United States- 
Red China clash. 

The pattern of that 1954 
settlement could be reproduced 
in the Formosa situation of 
1958, these informants said.

The people, Truman said, 
“are fed up with the failures, 
the lack of leadership, and the 
Old Guard reactionary policies 
of the Republican Administra- 
tion,” adding: 

“They are fed up with the 
way housing and welfare and 
education programs have been 
sabotaged, the way our national 
defense has been mismanaged, 
the way prices have been al- 
lowed to rise. But most of all, 
they are sick and tired of what 

the Republicans have been 
doing to our economy.” 

Truman said his successor 
in the White House “always 
listens to the big boys”’ who he 
said apparently “deliberately 
planned to bring this recession 
about” by cutting back spend- 
ing, hiking interest rates and 
discouraging business invest- 
ment. 

It was on the veto of the de- 
pressed areas bill that Truman 
hit hardest. He termed Mr. 
Eisenhower's action “the lowest 
blow the Republicans have 
dealt the people of West Vir- 
ginia in many, many years.”

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G.M., CHRYSLER 
MATCH FORD IN 
OFFERS TO UAW 


The New York Berea Tribune- Post-Dispatch 
DETROIT, Sept. 20 — The 
General Motors Corp. and the 
Chrysler Corp. today offered 
the United Auto Workers con- 
tract settlement terms which 
match the UAW-Ford Motor Co. 
agreement reached Wednesday. 
It was made clear, however 
that the union—which has set 
Sept. 30 strike deadline for 


more than 250,000 General Mot- 
ors production workers—will 
not automatically accept the 
General Motors and Chrysler 
offers although they equal the 
Ford settlement “pattern.” The 
union emphasized that it wants, 
in addition, concessions from 
General Motors and Chrysler 
on issues which were not part 
of its dispute with Ford. 

Walter P. Reuther, UAW 
president, said his response to 
the offers would be: “Thank 
you, Gentlemen, this represents 
a step forward. Now we want 
: talk about some other prob- 
ems.” 


Other Problems Noted. 


Reuther, who said he “wasn’t 
surprised at all” by General 
Motors and Chrysler “picking 
up the Ford settlement,” de- 
clared that there were “many 
other problems with General 
Motors that must be dealt 
with — General Motors must 
meet problems particular to 
General Motors workers be- 
fore it can expect to conclude 
a contract with us.” Reuther 
said the same. concerning 
Chrysler, which has 75,000 pro- 
Pag ‘orkers represented by 
the UAW, 

... . ude his remarks on ar- 
riving to participate in negotia- 
tions with Chrysler. The union 
has authorized him and other 
top UAW officers to set a strike 
date against Chrysler at their 
discretion. Reuther said he was 
participating in the Chrysler 
meetings because he feels a 
settlement with that company 
should be “simpler” than one 
with General Motors. He noted 
that Chrysler has many fewer 
employes and fewer problems 
concerning them. 

Quick Settlement Expected. 

Reuther estimated that a set- 
tlement with Chrysler could be 
reached—‘“with hard work if 
the company is willing”’—by 
Monday, perhaps Tuesday. 

A statement by John D. 
Leary, Chrysler vice-president 
in charge of personnel, de- 
clared that the company also 
wanted to settle problems 
which were exclusive to it as 
apart from issues involving the 
union and General Motors and 
Ford. He indicated, however, 
that the company hoped to get 
some concessions from the 
UAW on its individual prob- 
lems, 

The new offers by General 
Motors and Chrysler indicated 
that they had liaison with one 
another. Reuther had insisted 
that the “united front” exhibit- 
ed by the big three companies 
had collapsed when Ford set- 
tled. 

The union made plain that it 
hoped to isolate General Mo- 
tors by first reaching a settle- 
ment with Chrysler, which 
would then put General Motors 
in the position of facing a 
strike while its two principal 
competitors would be able to 
continue production of new 
model automobiles. 

The industry is hopeful that 
the sale of 1959 models will 
far exceed those in 1958 and 
will pull the industry out of its 
recession. 


Ford Provisions 


The Ford pattern gave im- 
provements in wages, supple- 
mentary unemployment pay- 
ments, pensions and other 
benefits. Reuther emphasized 
that a concession UAW wants 
from General Motors is a re- 
duction in what he described 
as “wage differentials” among 
workers performing exactly 
the same jobs in General Mo- 
tors plants close by one an- 
other. The union did not have 
a similar problem with Ford.

ARMY DEVELOPS A LIGHT, 
LARGE COMBAT VEHICLE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 
(AP)—The Army yesterday an- 
nounced the development of a 
large combat vehicle so light 
that it will be nsported 
largely by airplane. 

The 13-man aluminum ve- 
hicle, called the T-113, is an 
armored personnel carrier 
mounting a. or .50- 
caliber machine gun. 

Designed primarily to pro- 
vide the infantry with armor- 
protected battlefield mobility, 
it can be used for numerous 
other military jobs. It can 
travel on inland waterways as 
well as on land. 


The announcement said the 

vehicle “soon will be trans- 

on an experimental 

asis by air direct from the 

manufacturer to destination at 
Army establishments.” 

The thick aluminum struc- 
ture provides the same amount 
of bullet-proof protection with 
less weight than comparable 
steel covering, the Army said. 


BRITISH UNION GROUP CITES 
NUCLEAR PLANE HAZARDS 


LONDON, Sept. 20 (AP)—A 
trade union committee of sci- 
entific workers said today that 
if a plane crashed while carry- 
ing a hydrogen bomb, the area 
would have to be evacuated 
and all cattle and vegetable 
matter destroyed—even if the 
bomb did not go off. 

A pamphlet addressed to 
trade unionists by the atomic 
sciences committee of the As- 
sociation of Scientific Workers 
said reconsideration of the 
problem of radiation hazards 
was overdue. 

The pamphlet, headed “Nu- 
clear Nightmare,” up 
the old controversy of United 
States planes carrying H- 
bombs on patrol over Britain. 

Last February, home secre- 
tary Richard A. Butler told 
parliament that in the event 
of an H-bomb carrying plane 
crashing, “the risk from radia- 
tion, if any, would be small.” 


LIBERAL LEADER URGES 
BRITISH DEFENSE CUTBACKS 


TORQUAY, England, Sept. 
20 (AP)—Jo Grimond, leader 
of the small Liberal party, de- 
manded sweeping cutbacks in 
Britain’s defense commitments 
today. 

“We should abandon at once 
a great many of the outposts 
of military power which we 
strain our efforts to main- 
tain,” he told the party’s an- 
nual convention. “We should 
also pool our defense resources 
with America and cease to 

own hydrogen 
bombs.”

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Position Hurts American 


Amounts of Money Poured Into Nationalist China in 
Aid and for Defense Unlikely Ever to Be Known— 
Generalissimo’s Personal and Official Families Said 
to Have Profited Greatly on Funds for Country.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. 


NE OF THE MOST frustrating episodes in American diplomatic 

history reached another turning point with the Communist Chinese 

artillery attack on Quemoy, the small Formosa Strait island held by 
the Nationalist regime of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 


Tenacious United States support of 
Chiang, who was driven from the China 
mainland to Formosa in 1949 by, the Red 
army, has been costly for this country 
in terms of money, national prestige, bene- 


Exactly how much the United States 
has spent bolstering the Nationalist cause 
since 1945 will never be known. Fornier 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson has said 


1949; in addition, they bought a billion 
dollars worth of war surplus material for 
$232,000,000. 

It is estimated that since 1949 Chiang 
has received more than a billion dollars 
in economic aid (with which he has done 
a creditable job building up Formosa’s 
economy) and perhaps two billion dollars 
or more in equipment and defense sup- 
port for his 600,000-man military force. 
The Pentagon refuses to furnish break- 
downs on military aid. 

An additional $90,000,000 worth of mil- 
ftary supplies has been rushed to Formosa 
im the three weeks since the Quemoy 
erisis began, it was learned Thursday. 
This is one and a half times the amount 
military aid scheduled for Formosa

Overseas holdings of private Chinese 
have been estimated at more than one 
billion dollars. In 1942 the United States 
arranged a $500,000,000 stabilization fund 
for China. Insiders profited from this by 
buying Chinese dollars on the Shanghai 
exchange just before new credits to the 
fund were announced and then selling

Madame Chiang, now 
about 60, currently is in the United 
States. She is the youngest of the famous 
Soong sisters, American-educated daugh- 
ters of a wealthy merchant, 


Her brother is T. V. Soong, a former 
Chinese foreign minister who had much 
to do with wartime Chinese-American 
relations, A wealthy banker, Soong was 
once reported to have said in connection 
with a financial transaction, “I am China.” 
He lives in New York City.

Madame Chiang’s position in China in 
the days before the Nationalist defeat was 
described in this way by the New York 
Post in 1942: 

“Madame Chiang herself is the second 
most important person in all China, and 
so closely interwoven are her activities 
with those of her husband that it is some- 
times hard to differentiate between the 
two. Chinese partisans have long urged 
her to come to America for a lecture tour.

Madame Chiang has appeared in this 
country for visits of from several months 
to a year at times of crisis in Nationalist 
affairs. She was in Washington in 1942-

She arrived for her current visit last May 
27 and has been speaking to such or- 
ganizations as the American Legion. She 
will appear ona national television pro- 
gram tomorrow. 


Traveled With Retinue. 


During the 1942-1943 visit she was in- 
vited to stay at the White House and 
moved in with a retinue of two trained 
nurses, two nieces and a nephew. Her 
Olympian bearing while there has been 
described in several books. Mrs. Roose- 
velt remarked that Madame Chiang 
“could talk very convincingly about de- 
mocracy, its aims and ideals, but hasn't 
any idea how to live it.”

Truman Cool to Her. . 


The occasion for Madame Chiang’s 1948 
trip to the United States was the sur- 
prising election victory of President Tru- 
man. The Nationalists had counted ‘on a 
victory by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York and consequent changes in the 
State Department, Madame Chiang’s con- 
cern indicated the extent to . which 
Chiang’s cause had become identified with 
conservative elements in the Republican 
party. Truman refused to speak to her on 
an official basis, although she was in- 
vited to the White House for tea. 


When the Republicans came to power 
in 1952, they lost no time in doing some- 
thing for Chiang. In his first state-of-the- 
union message Feb. 2, 1953, President 
Eisenhower “unleashed” Chiang by order- 
ing the Seventh Fleet to stop shielding 
the mainland from possible attack by 
Chiang. Truman had ordered the fleet 
to neutralize Formosa in 1950, for which 
he was denounced by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

As a practical matter, Mr. Eisenhower's 
action was little more than a “Madison 
Avenue gesture.” But his words encour- 
aged the Nationalists to expect strong 
support from the new administration and 
contributed to the predicament in which 
the United States finds itself today. 

Two years later Congress had given 
President Eisenhower authority to defend 
Formosa and the nearby Pescadores and 
the Senate had approved a mutual de- 
fense treaty with Formosa, Whether 
Quemoy and Matsu would be eonsidered 
part of the defenses of Formosa was left 
in doubt. Chiang took steps quietly to 
resolve the doubt by shifting a good part 
of his forces to Quemoy, within range of 
Communist shore batteries.

McCarthy and other Senators were 
furnished with ammunition by Alfred 
Kohlberg, an importer of Chinese-made 
textiles whose business suffered when the 
Communists took control of the mainland. 
Kohlberg called himself “the China lob- 
by,” but the designation was applied 
generally to Americans and Chinese 
working to advance Chiang’s interests. 


‘Fear and Silence.’

Military people look at these problems 
with practical foresight, weighing all even- 
tualities. In the case of the offshore 
islands, few of the military are impressed 
with the moral and political arguments 
used to justify going to war (or the brink) 
to retain them. 

Nor do the military agree with the 
President's “falling domino” view of what 
would happen if they were taken by the 
Communists. On the contrary, they fore- 
see a war over the islands now as having 
far more serioug consequences, but of 
quite a different nature from those ex- 
plained by the President in his report to 
the American people Sept. 11. 


U.S. Supreme on Sea. 


What the military planners fear is that 
& war over the offshore islands now would 
give the Communists an excuse to restart 
the wars in Korea and Indochina and to 
attack our allies, Cambodia, Laos and 
Thailand. The Chinese Communists are 
supreme on the ground on the borders 
of China, whereas the United States is 
weak and could expect to lose these allies 
unless full-scale atomic bombing were 
resorted to. 


On the sea, the United States is su- 
preme. This is a guarantee for the in- 
tegrity of Formosa, the Philippines and 
Japan—the island chain that President 
Eisenhower declared in January, 1955, 
“constitutes, for the United States and 
other free nations, the geographic back- 
bone of their security structure in that 
ocean.” 


“It is as certain as can be,” he declared, 
“that the shooting which the Chinese 
Communists started Aug. 23 has as its 
purpose not just the taking of the island 
of Quemoy. It is a part of what is indeed 
an ambitious plan of armed conquest, 

“This plan would liquidate all of the 
free world positions in the Western Pa- 
cific area and bring them under captive 
governments which would be hostile to 
the United States and the free world. 
Thus the Chinese would come to dominate 
at least the western half of the now 
friendly Pacific ocean.” 

The next step in the program of liqui- 
dating of “all the free world positions in 
the western Pacific area” would have to 
be the conquest of Formosa. The Presi- 
dent seemed to accept this when he said: 
“They frankly say that their present mili- 
tary effort is part of a program to con- 
quer Formosa.” 


The Chinese Communists have been 
talking about “liberating” the offshore 
islands and Formosa since 1949, but they 
have avoided saying that Formosa will be 
“liberated” by force. 


‘An Internal Affair.’ 


Madame Sun Yat-sen, widow of the 
father of the Chinese revolution, and now 
an “elder statesman” in the Communist 
regime, on a trip to Indonesia two years 
ago, is quoted by the official Chinese 
radio as saying: “Since Taiwan (Formosa) 
has for centuries been recognized as part 
of China, its liberation is strictly an in- 
ternal affair. There are several ways open 
to us, but we would prefer to use peaceful 
methods to solve the question. What is 
becoming more and more evident is, that 
without outside interference, the basis for 
a peaceful settlement definitely exists.” 


Chinese Communist Premier Chou En- 
lai, in an interview with Edward R., 
Murrow in Burma in January, 1957, said: 
“Now the question is how to strive for 
the peaceful liberation of Taiwan and 
how to win the Chiang Kai-shek group 
over to return Taiwan to its motherland.”

Politics is an inexact science, 
but even if the calculations of 
the Democratic professionals 
are heavily discounted, the 
election in Maine and the pri- 
maries throughout the country 
foreshadow a gain of six to 10 
Democratic Senate seats and as 
high as 60 additional Demo- 
cratic representatives. 


National Republican spokes- 
men publicly ridicule these 
claims while saying that the 
recent beatings their party has 
taken will prod the local or- 
ganizations into working hard- 
er during the next six weeks. 
Privately, they concede that 
their objective is to hold the 
Democratic gains to a mini- 
mum. They can make no con- 
vincing showing that the Re- 
publicans can reverse the slim 
margins by which the Demo- 
crats-control the Congress. 

Voluntarily Retiring. 

Republican pessimism is re- 
flected in the reports and 
commentaries of correspon- 
dents of Republican newspa- 
pers and magazines whose 
analyses generally confirm the 
Democratic claims. 

Another confirmation is the 
unusually large number of Re- 

ublican Senators and especial- 
y Representatives who are 
voluntarily retiring rather than 
face the electorate again this 
year. 


Twenty Republican repre- 
sentatives are quitting na- 
tional - politics against only 
three Democratic representa- 
tives. Of these three Demo- 
crats, two are leaving Wash- 


ington because of poor health | of Ev 


and the other has lost his Con- 
gressional district by reap- 
portionment. 

The size of the Democratic 
victory in Maine is only part 
of the statistical material that 
has been put into the form 
sheets on which the political 
dopesters are calculating the 
odds. 

Other equally important re- 
eent factors are the primaries 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Washington, where the total 
Democratic vote was greater 
than the Republican and the 
registration figures which show 
that the Democratic lists are 
growing faster than the Repub- 
lican, with the most notable 
increase among the young 
voters. 

Off-Year Trend. 
Also, historically, the party 
controlling the White 
House almost invariably in- 
creases its congressional power 
in the off-year elections. This 
would alone indicate increased 
Democratic majorities this 
year, especially since President 
Eisenhower's near record mar- 
gin in 1956 did not bring along 
with it a Republican Congress. 

Furthermore, the mathemat- 
ies and geography of the Sen- 
ate seats in contest this year 
greatly favor the Democrats. 
Only 12 Democrats are up for 
re-election, five from the solid 
South where the nomination 
is equivalent to election, while 
21 Senate seats now held by 
Republicans must be filled.

Russians Are Here to Stay 
As Very Serious Competitors 


Soviet Union Wants Peace, but Still Is 
Gambling for the World and Pos- 
sibly Might Conquer It in 30 Years.

T we Russians want peace, but they are gambling for the

Policy by Zigzags. 

Soviet policy goes by zigzags, 
although the end is always the 
same. In the old days, this 
zigzagging was most conspicu- 
ous geographically; an almost 
“rhythmic” alternation took 
place between attention to 
Europe and to the Far East.

The total population of Com- 
munist states in the world, in- 
cluding the USSR, is thus more 
than 900 million, spread over a 
very wide area indeed—from 
Berlin and the Adriatic all the 
way to the Pacific, and includ- 
ing most of southeastern Eur- 
ope, the great Eurasian plain 
and parts of southeast Asia. 

Will the Russians conquer 
the world in 30 years? 


Perhaps. It is possible. It 
depends on how stupid we are. 
But it is altogether unlikely 
that this will happen unless the 
Western Powers commit some 
gigantic and egregious folly, 
like plunging into war, or suf- 
fer prolonged and prostrating 
economic collapse. 

Russia may, however, with 
luck, and unless the democrat- 
ic world shows a great deal 
more discipline, unity and 
grasp of new realities than it 
has recently been showing, 
make very strong advances. 

The Changing Russia. 

Little remains to be said in 
the final summary. The follow- 
ing factors might be mentioned 
or repeated. 

First, today’s Russia is radi- 
cally different from what pre- 
ceded it, although basic and 
essential characteristics of the 
system remain the same. 

Momentous and pointed 
changes have come since the 
death of Stalin. This served to 
fling doors violently open, and 


no one knows what may 
emerge. 
Already the rigor mortis 


characteristic of the previous 
era has been replaced by some- 
thing much more dynamic, 
more fluid and experimental. 
The pace of events today ‘is 
inordinately fast. ' 

Second, the regime is, so far 
as any man can tell, stable, 
although there may be serious 
rivalries and dissensions wifh- 
in it, But there are no indita- 
tions whatever of counter- 
revolution. 

But, third, no dictatorship’ is 
likely to be eternal, if only 
because history is based on 
people. Few dictatorships die 
a natural death. 

Fourth, dissent certainly ex- 
ists in the Soviet Union, and 
strong fermentations are at 
work. There is discontent in 
any jail, but this does not mean 
that a jailbreak is imminent. 

Finally, we must take note 
for the last time of Russian 
mixed-upness, turbulence, con- 
tradictoriness, and love of mys- 
tification. The Soviet Union is 
a kind of monstrous, seething 
beehive, out of which almost 
anything can come—hope, bit- 
terness, faith, ardor, idealism, 
cynicism, despair. The Russians 
are both bleak and grandiose; 
both primitive and ambitious. 

The Russians, like the weath- 
er, are here to stay—-moreover 
here to stay as extremely seri- 
ous competitors. Perhaps the 
two most important things to 
say are (a) they are strong, not 
weak; (b) they do not want war, 

Whether we like it or not it 
is our duty to try to understand 
not merely their vagaries but 
the essentials of their position 
—to know the full nature of 
our adversaries, comprehend 
frankly their massive power, 
and, if possible, live side by 
side with them peaceably even 
if difficulties largely of Rus- 
sian making appear to be in- 
superable.

THE LATEST OF John P. Mar- 
quand’s slow motion studies of American 
life concerns a playwright-producer and 
his unsuccessful attempt to accommo- 
date his affairs to the needs and 
demands of the women who become 
attached to him. In general this novel 
illustrates the inescapable conflict be- 
tween a man’s vocation and his personal 
affairs; but in the degree that it fol- 
lows this theme it is not at all striking. 
Its chief interest lies in its characters 
and their peculiarities rather than in 
the wider significance of their behavior. 

The playwright, Thomas Harrow, be- 
comes engaged to a girl of common- 
place background in a small New 
England town at about the same time 
that his play has been accepted by a 
Broadway producer. The girl, Rhoda 
Brown, has the best of reasons for 
accepting Harrow’s proposal. “He’s the 
only boy in town,” she tells her mother, 
“who doesn’t look like a crumb.” More- 
over, he promises to “get her out of 
there” and elevate her to a life of 
ease and affluence. His reasons are 
not so clear. She is a beauty—or s0 
we are told—but her unconcealed desire 
for material security makes her as 
apprehensive as a cat on glass. 

Her fear of sinking back into the 
genteel poverty she has known from 
childhood never leaves her, in fact, 
and even though her husband moves 
from one success to another and gives 
her everything she wants it is not 
enough to allay her anxiety.

The American Love-Object 


Inquiry Into Man’s Place in This Automotive Age 


THE INSOLENT CHARIOTS, by John 
Keats. (J. B. Lippincott Co., 233 
pes., $3.95.)

THIS JOHN KEATS is not the 
author of “Endymion” and other ro- 
manticist. poems from the high school 
literature course, although the name 
is the same. This is the John Keats 
who wrote “Schools Without Scholars” 
and “The Crack in the Picture Win- 
flow,” books that held the mirror up 
to the American educational system 
and to suburban life. They reflected 
what the author strongly stggested 
were flaws in these social manifesta- 
tions. 


' These books were considered con- 
troversial, at least by readers who 
disagreed with Author Keats. It may 
be, then, that he has endeavored this 
time to write a non-controversial book, 
since it is hard, to find in it much 
that we Americans, dedicated as we 
are to supporting and to being sup- 
ported by a throw-away, buy-it-and- 
junk-it economy, could really take issue 
with, unless we deny that we are we. 


The automobile, central figure and 
all-embracing symbol of the Machine 
Age, is here examined both in its 
economic and social implications. It 
may seem to some readers that Keats 
is being acidulous and irascible in his 
summations, but no, it couldn't be. A 
man writing a book about the automo- 
bile and its place in American life 
could hardly be more ‘sober and rea- 
sonable than is Keats when he says: 


“Our new roads, with their ancil- 
liaries, the motels, filling stations and 
restaurants advertising Eats, have made 
it possible for you to drive from Brook- 
lyn to Los Angeles without a change of 
diet, scenery or Culture.” 


“The sports car is specifically de- 
signed for the perpetual adolescent who 
feels a need to play at being a latter- 
day Barney Oldfield in an Ivy League 
beanie.” 

“Consider the station Wagon... & 
mutant out of a dreamboat by a truck.” 


“It seems likely that when we finally 
get around to building a small car, we 
will build the world’s biggest small car, 
or, perhaps, the world’s smallest big 
car. In any event, it will doubtless be 
equipped with radar light-dimmers, fat- 
ter tires, FM radio; pushbutton win- 
dows, seats and aerials; power steering, 
power brakes, central heating, air con- 
ditioning, enough electrical equipment 
to illuminate Boston, overdrive, fuel 
injection, and a tinted wrap-around 
windshield that wets itself.” 

“We live in a land where the poli- 
ticians are willing to spend more money 
for highways than . . . for all the health, 
education and welfare programs com- 
bined. This would seem to indicate we 
are building a nation for automobiles 
rather than one for people.” 


IF THESE OBSERVATIONS 
appear to reflect a somewhat jaundiced 
state of mind, a perverse bias against 
the most cherished object in our way of 


life, we had better ponder what Mr.:

Ever since the Model T Ford, the au- 
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T owners to provide themselves with 
what Ford had denied them.

In 1954, Chrys- 
ler built a sensible, short, sturdy car 
and sales dropped by half; the follow- 
ing year it went three inches lower, 16 
inches longer, and put on tail fins.

“It is to General Motors’ credit,” says 
Keats, “that it discovered, or sensed, 
that the public’s desperate, but wun- 
known, unvoiced need was not for a 
completely safe automobile, but for tail 
fins.” This new shape appeared in 
1948. Henry J. Earl, a GM vice. presi- 
dent, first bestowed them on the Cad- 
illac. The rest is history. 

Except for tail fins and some other 
trimmings, most of our automotive in- 
novations, both design and mechanical, 
have been plagiarized from European 
cars, Keats says. Detroit now plans its 
changes in a cycle of drastic changes 
every three years, with minor tinkering 
in between. One reason is to keep the 
delicate balance between forcing obso- 
lescence on an automobile in three 
years, while maintaining a relatively 
high used car price. 


“The American economy is curiously 
predicated on the hope that a man who 
can’t afford to buy a decaying auto- 
mobile will, nevertheless, buy one, and 
that the automobiles are all headed for 
the junk heap at a predetermined speed. 

. « Every automobile advertisement 
tells the reasonable man that the ad- 
vertisement was written for someone 
suffering from a serious character de- 
fect. ... If Detroit is right in this mat- 
ter, there is little wrong with the 
American car that is not wrong with the 
American public. . . . Automobiles are 
not marketed as reliable machines for 
reasonable men to use, but as illusory 


symbols of sex, speed, wealth and power 
for daydreaming nitwits to buy.” 

If we haven't already acknowledged 
to ourselves that our automobile is a 
status symbol—of what we think we 
want to be—Keats sadly concludes it 
for us. 


WELL, THERE’S MORE. Lots 
more. The price pack, and how it 
works, The dealer blitz. The unloading 
of unfinished cars on dealers, who 
have to charge customers for the ex- 
pense of putting them in running order. 
The pressure on dealers from Detroit, 
the haunting fear in Detroit that if 
orders fall off our economy will col- 
lapse. The phantom freight rates. 


So? Keats believes that both Detroit 
and the public are “dead ripe for a little 
profitable introspection.” He suggests 
that the virtue of the small European 
car, which is now making Detroit take 
notice, is not that it is small, but that 
it is closer to an honest price, is soundly 
built, and is a more adequate means of 
transportation than anything Detroit 
has yet built. 


Foreign cars are machines, not 
dreams. Why not a sensible American 
car, rationally marketed and honestly 
priced? Why not sell automobiles in 
supermarkets, eliminate the costly 
dealerships? Keats’s last cut is at the 
recent “You Auto Buy Now” campaign, 
quoting Consumer Reports statement 
that it was “neither good economics nor 
good faith. ,..A trick intended to pass 
on to consumers a heavy inventory of 
overpriced goods before a deepening of 
the recession forces price cuts.” 

This is likely to be a widely discussed 
book, and it should be. It presents us 
with a terribly uncomfortable idea. We 
have shrunk from it for a long time. 
It looks as though we are going to have 
to grow up.

THE QUESTION a 
reader who happens upon 
this book in a bookstore is 
most likely to ask is, Why 
do we need a new transla- 
tion of the Bible, or any 
part of it? And if we do 
need something to take the 
place of the old Authorized 
Version, don’t we have the 
Weymouth, the Goodspeed, 
the Moffatt translations, nat 
to mention the RSV—all of 
them designed for the mod- 
ern reader? 


The enthusiastic welcome 
given 10 years ago to J. B. 
Phillips's first installment of 
the present work, his “Let- 
ters to Young Churches,” 
which contained the Epistles, 
followed by the nearly equal 
response to the succeeding 
installments, “The Gospels,” 
“The Young Church in Ac- 
tion” (The Book of Acts), and 
“The Book of Revelation” 
proved clearly that there is 
an answer to this question, 
and a good one. 


**Letters to Young 
Churches” has sold more 
than a million copies in the 
United States since its pub- 
lication in April 1948. Why? 
Anybody who has read it 
knows why. For the first 
time in the lives of a great 
many people these letters, 
and particularly Paul’s, have 
become really meaningful. 
“It would have saved me a 
great deal of labor,” wrote C. 
S. Lewis in his introduction 
to that volume, “if this book 
had come into my hands 
when I first seriously began 
to try to discover what 
Christianity was.” 


WE ARE APT to forget 
that translation needs genius, 
even as any other form of 
creative art does. And as a 
translator from New Testa- 
ment Greek, Mr. Phillips has 
that genius.

lation. The first is simply 
that it must not sound like 
a translation at all. The 
second is that a translator 
does his work with the least 
possible obtrusion of his own 
personality. And the third 
is that of being able to pro- 
duce in the hearts and minds 
of his readers an effect 
equivalent to that produced 
by the author upon his 
original readers. 

Mr. Phillips has succeeded 
because he passes his own 
tests so supremely well. In 
translating Paul, he sought 
to enter the heart and mind 
of the Apostle as he wrote 
to the churches and in con- 
sequence the epistles emerge 
from his hands not as theo- 
logical treatises, as we com- 
monly think of them, but 
as actual letters, full of the 
juice of life, with messages 
that are relevant to today 
and, in their lucidity, under- 
standable to all. 


NO COMPARISON 
should be made between 
Phillips’s version and the 
RSV, because the RSV, as 
the preface to it explains, 
is not a new translation in 
the language of today — 
which is precisely what Phil- 
lips has done. It is only a 
revision of an .old transla- 
tion—“intended for use in 
public and private worship, 
not merely for reading and 
instruction.” 

Examples of how much 
sharper is Phillips's use of 
modern English than the 
RSV appear on every page. 
Here is one example: For 
the RSV’s “He who has ears 
to hear, let him hear,” Phil- 
lips has: “Every man who 
has ears should use them!” 
And you can hear that snap 
all the way across the room! 

The author is an Anglican 
clergyman, whose literary 
energies have reached beyond 
the area of translation to 
writing books designed to 
present the faith in a living 
dimension.

A Dangerous Man 


Because He Wouldn’t Be Silenced 


A TIME TO SPEAK, by Michael Scott. (Doubleday & Co., 
358 pgs., $4.50.)

THIS IS A BOOK that everyone should read, for two 
very good reasons; It is an intensely honest book, and it 
concerns the central themes of our time—race, religion, 
Communism and Capitalism. Furthermore, the author cer- 
tainly is one of the most interesting men of our generation, 
and the book is his personal story. 


Michael Scott is an Anglican priest who has become 
identified with the cause of the voiceless people of Africa, 
particularly the people of Southwest Africa. 

This is the former League of Nations mandated territory 
which has been annexed, illegally, by the Union of South 
Africa. With Union prejudice and oppression thus extended, 
more and more Africans have been prevented from speaking 
for themselves; the Union government has silenced them 
with force. 

Father Scott, however, has not been silenced. He has 
refused to be silenced about the plight of the Southwest 
Africans, about other Africans, or about oppression and 
injustice anywhere and everywhere. “A Time to Speak” 
is from the famous verse in Ecclesiastes: “To every thing 
there is a season, and a time to every purpose under the 
heaven. ...” It is Father Scott's “time to speak,” and 
yet he speaks softly, shyly—though with great purpose 
and effect. We seem almost to have forgotten that humility 
can be a source of strength; Father Scott reminds us. 


HE 18S HARD ON HIMSELF, detailing without 
excuses or self-pity his struggles and floundering as a 
sensitive human being, sensitive especially to the suffering 
of others, and not always sure what to do about it. During 
the depression, in Britain, he participated in more than 
one dubious cause, worked very closely with Communists, 
became disillusioned with Communism without becoming 
bitter. 

During World War II he volunteered for combat with 
the Royal Air Force, only to suffer one of his several 
health breakdowns. Twice he went to South Africa, seeking 
a more healthful climate, but found instead racism and hatred. 
Fighting these evils, he was thrown into prison, persecuted, 
finally banished from the Union, 

Meanwhile, however, he had begun to represent the 
otherwise unrepresented Africans in the United Nations. 
And in London he organized the African Bureau, a private 
organization devoted to the cause of facilitating communi- 
cation between white Britain and black Africa, a cause 
too often left to Communists and their friends. 

One way or another, Father Scott has managed to be 
immensely effective, this despite poor health, many inner 
struggles, poverty, and active persecution. (The American 
State Department, supposedly because of Father Scott's early 
association with Communists—but more probably under pres- 
sure from the Union of South Africa government—has made 
it difficult for Father Scott to represent the Africans at 
the U.N., restricting his movements in New York, among 
other things.) 7 


TO THOSE WHO KNOW HIM the effectiveness 
of Father Scott is no cause for wonder. He is effective 
because he believes, devoutly, in decency and justice, and 
fights for what he believes without the customary compro- 
mises. He is infinitely sparing of others and utterly un- 
sparing of himself. Even now, he can discuss the most 
violent white racists of South Africa with more sorrow 
than anger. 

There are, of course, not many Father Scotts in the 
world. He is a dangerous man, as Gandhi, whom he 
admires, was dangerous. He is constantly turning over, in his 
quiet way, nicely arranged applecarts. Most of us prefer rotten 
apples to such disorder. Not even the Anglican church 
has known what to do with him; only the sturdy friendship 
of the Bishop of Chichester has sustained Father Scott 
within the church. 

He is dangerous, chiefly, however, to false assumptions 
and cautious evil. By insisting on justice and on the 
brotherhood of man, Father Scott is a true conservative— 
conserving with his consistent actions and with his un- 
flinching words the highest values developed by civilized 
men. If civilization is to endure it will be because of men 
like Father Scott.

Exhibition Season Will Be in Full Swing by October

THE EXHIBITION SEASON 
is gradually hitting its pace; within the 
next several weeks the products of sum- 
mer work by painters, sculptors, ceram- 
ists and craft workers will go on view 
in galleries of the St. Louis community. 

The season will include several major 
competitions, a number of group shows 
by artists’ organizations, and some 
novel presentations. 


The most unusual show will be the 
exhibition of 50 “Illuminations” at the 
City Art Museum, opening Oct. 3. These 
are full-size replicas of 50 master- 
pieces of painting and a one-quarter 
size replica of Michelangelo’s Sistine 
ceiling, reproduced through a new pho- 
tographic color transparency process 
and installed in light boxes. tt was 
originated by Life magazine, The effect 
is very near to that of viewing the 
actual paintings. The originals of these 
are from 26 museums in the United 
States and abroad; one of them is Dela- 
croix’s “The Capture of Weislingen,” 
in the City Art Museum. 


This show, now being installed, has 
caused the Museum to close the display 
of its own intermittently seen American 
paintings sooner than expected. It had 
been planned to install the Illumina- 
tions in the High Renaissance and Ba- 
roque gallery, next to the Gothic Court, 
but there wasn’t enough space there for 
it. (The Sistine Ceiling, even in re- 
duced scale, will be 42 feet long.) So, 
the American paintings’ galleries had to 
be used again for an outside show, and 
the paintings are back in storage until 
sometime next year. 


Prints and drawings by Jacques Cal- 
lot, the great French baroque engraver, 
will be shown at the Museum for a 
month, beginning Oct. 14. The Muse- 
um’s first St. Louis show of the season 
will be an exhibition of paintings, 
prints and sculpture by artists in Group 
Fifteen. 


THE ARTISTS’ GUILD season 
will open Oct. 12 with a one-man show 
by Siegfried Reinhardt, who has ex- 
hibited steadily in group exhibitions, 
and last spring had a one-man show in 
New York, but has not had a gallery 
to himself in St. Louis for seven years. 

The Guild has scheduled five compe- 
titions, open to all artists within a 50- 
mile radius of this city, and is offering 
cash prizes of up to $300, The first will 
be its Portrait Exhibition, opening Oct. 
26. The Guild gallery is at 812 Union 
boulevard. 

A show of contemporary Mexican 
painting that promises to be one of 
the most unusual of the season will 
open at the Martin Schweig Gallery 
Nov. 2. It will include works by Rufino 
Tamayo and others whose names are 


familiar in this country,‘ along with 
younger painters. The Schweig Gallery, 
at 4657 Maryland avenue, will be di- 
rected this year by Jorge Newberry, an 
architect who set up several art ex- 
hibitions last season. The gallery is now 
being redecorated. 


Marjorie Dodson, painter and former 
director at Schweig'’s, now is program 
director of the People’s Art Center, 
United Fund agency at 3657 Grandel 
square. The season there will open 
with a staff exhibition and open house 
on Oct. 3. 


The Art Center also will have a four- 
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Principal St. Louis area galleries, 
and where they are. 


day exhibition and sale of art works, 
opening Oct. 16 downtown at the Furni- 
ture Exhibitors’ galleries, 912 Lucas 
avenue. This is a juried invitational 
show, and there will be demonstrations 
of art media and of installations of art 
works in household decor. 


BILLY JACKSON, former St. 
Louisan now teaching painting at the 
Illinois University School of Fine and 
Applied Arts, will open his first one- 
man show here in two years at the 
Art Mart on Oct. 10. 

This gallery, at 31 North Meramec 
avenue, Clayton, is directed by Frances 
Taussig, a painter, who organizes some 
of this area’s outstanding exhibitions, 


Currently on view there is a group show 
by the Artists’ Equity Association. 

The Society of Independent Artists, 
a large group of professional and part- 
time painters, will open on Oct. 25 the 
first of four shows it has scheduled for 
display in the Kiel Auditorium re- 
fectory. These will be on view only 
when the Opera House is in use. The 
Independents also will exhibit at the 
Petit Pigalle, a restaurant at 4209 Lin- 
dell boulevard that has frequent exhi- 
bitions. 

The American Art Alliance maintains 
exhibitions in the main floor foyers of 
the Coronado Hotel, and these will be 
continued during the season. 

The gallery of Givens Hall, on the 
Washington University campus, and the 
corridors of Brookings Hall, are in fre- 
quent use for exhibitions during the 
year, and these shows are uniformly 
outstanding. Openers in these spaces 
have not yet been announced, but they 
will be worth watching for. 

Small but select exhibitions are held 
regularly at the Three Arts Shop, 6501 
Delmar boulevard, where the proprietor, 
Frances Rooz, now has on view a col- 
lection of graphics by Georges Rouault. 


A NUMBER OF places about the 
area hold art exhibitions in connection 
with other activities. 

The Monday Club of Webster Groves, 
37 South Maple avenue, will have six 
month-long shows, beginning with the 
Palette Eight group of women artists 
Oct. 19. Each show is opened with a 
public reception, after which admission 
depends on finding the building open, 
which is customary, or by advance ar- 
rangement with the artist. 

The Central Public Library downtown 
has frequent exhibitions in its art room, 
which has been newly decorated. The 
Kirkwood Public Library has exhibi- 
tions set up by the St. Louis County 
Art Association, which also plans to 
have shows this season in the nicely 
lighted corridor of the Clayton Com- 
munity Center. The St, Louis County 
Library, at 6814 Natural Bridge road, 
has shows now and then. 


Several churches housed exhibitions 
last season, the largest being the 
Temple Israel Religious Art Competi- 
tion. This will be repeated next spring. 
Art that is usually religious in character 
is exhibited at The Center, a Catholic- 
sponsored shop at 3559 Lindell boule- 
vard. It will open a show of serigraphs 
by Sister Mary Corita of Los Angeles 
on Oct, 1.

IN THE CONTINUING debate 
on the question of whether the schools 
are doing their job, the negative 
team unquestionably has the floor at 
present. In fact the educators, who 
could formerly be counted on to speak 
up for the affirmative occasionally, have 
become so restrained—whether through 
contriteness or a sense of futility—that 
the critics have recently been reduced 
to criticizing one another. 

This development may work out to 
the advantage of the educators if it 
proceeds to its logical conclusion and 
dissolves the uneasy alliance between 
naturally antipathetic forces drawn to 
one another by a mutual weakness and 
a congmon purpose. 

The alliance was formed a few years 
ago between the intellectuals (whose 
spokesmen have been mainly a few 
liberal-arts college professors and presi- 
dents) at one extreme, and the author- 
itarians (represented by the American 
Legion’s Americanism committee and 
the D.A.R.) at the other. In between, 
egging both groups on and forging the 
verbal link that has bound them to- 


IF THIS ALLIANCE was formed 
with a certain amount of cynicism, the 
authoritarian super-patriots may be ex- 
onerated on the grounds of innocence 
—close reasoning has never been con- 
sidered one of their distinctions. But 
the other two groups are at least open 
to a suspicion of opportunism. 

The key word in the indictments of 
the schools by all three has been “dis- 
cipline,” but surely it must have been 
evident to the intellectuals, if to nobody 
else, that they were not all talking 
about the same thing. 

When the academicists speak of “the 
disciplines” or “mental disciplines,” 


one-worldism, miscegenation and flu- 
oridation of the water supply. 

If the liberal-arts professors have not 
yet learned that they have more in 
common with their colleagues in the 
education departments than with such 
colorful allies, they will do so as soon 
as they examine some of the fruits of 
their collaboration. 

The situation in my hometown might 
be taken as a case in point. 

A dozen years or so ago a group of 
citizens undertook to rid our schools of 
“life - adjustment” theories, of which 
they were then considered models. The 
criticism reached a crescendo about six 
years ago when the American Legion's 
Americanism Committee took up the 
battle, carrying it on simultaneously

tion with the heavy requirements in 
pedagogy for teachers. Yet all the more 
vociferous of the critics are happy. 
(Only the liberal-arts professors at the 
local colleges, who gave tacit support 
to the reform movement in its early 
stages, seem to have misgivings. They 
have discovered a new rapport with 
their educationalist colleagues.) 


Springfield is not unique. The prin- 
cipal of a high school in Babylon, N.Y. 
has described how he eliminates “frills,” 
and his system, in its essence, amounts 
to teaching the new-fangled subjects by 
old-fashioned techniques. A _ physics 
course that does not require tests, 
homework and written reports is a 
“frill,” according to him, while a cook- 
ing course that does require this pencil 
work is not one. 


THE MAJORITY of parents want 
their children to learn how to read and 
write but beyond that they seem to be 
interested mostly in behavior. Accord- 
ing to a Gallup poll “poor discipline” 
and “too little work” were their chief 
complaints against the schools. 

In brief the open debate is so thor- 
oughly confused that a conscientious 
layman may be pardoned if he doesn’t 
know what side he is on. It is not 
a simple contest between proponents 
of a hard and soft curriculum; nor is it 
a clear cut dispute about teaching meth- 
ods. The experts, moreover, are not too 
certain as to what the educational pro- 
cess should accomplish. 


Many distinguished citizens seem to 
fear that the schools are turning out 
assembly line products but they are not 
in agreement on the shape and quality 
of the product. Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas has charged that 
our boys and girls are cast in a “con- 
servative” mold while Joseph E. Evans, 
writing in the Wall Street Journal, says 
that the schools are producing too many 
“progressive-collectivists.” Mortimer 
Smith opposes Federal aid to education 
because he doesn’t want Federal dicta- 
tion of standards and curricula. But

ance of Puccini's “La 
Boheme” has originated 
largely in the resources of 
the famed San Carlo Opera 
of Naples on whose premises 
the recording was made. It 
is not the best “La Boheme” 
available but it-is the newest 
and it has qualities of fresh- 
ness and ardor that should 
appeal to the many lovers 
of this sentimental opera. 
Antonietta Stella, the so- 
prano who sings Mimi, 
uses a voice of excellent 
quality with a commendable 
fineness of poetic feeling 
and Gianni Poggi as Rodolfo 
though more robust than 
lyrical—meets the demands 
of the role, including the 
high C in the big narrative, 
with appropriate’ technical 
and artistic effectiveness. 
Renato Capecchi is an ex- 
cellert Marcello. Bruna Riz- 
zoli is not one of the better 
Musettas; her whimsical 
rhythmic sense is likely to 
be annoying to veteran lis- 
teners who know the opera 
well, 

The San Carlo chorus and 
orchestra are well repro- 
duced; the whole record, for 
that matter, is top level 
acoustically. Francesco Moli- 
nari-Pradelli is the conduc- 
tor. (Columbia, Two 12-inch 
LPs.) 

THE FIRST recording 
made by Paul Robeson in 
many years contains a pre- 
dominant mixture of Negro 
spirituals and popular tra- 
ditional songs such as the 
Londonderry Air, “Loch Lo- 
mond” and “Drink to Me 
Only With Thine Eyes.” 
Robeson is 61 and his voice 
has lost some of its pristine 
richness of texture but his 
artistic taste and depth of 
feeling are such as to produce 
an extraordinarily moving 
effect. Robeson was always 
an instinctive rather than a 
technically finished singer. 
So he is now. His inflection, 
nevertheless, is unerringly 
responsive to the spirit of 
such old favorites as “Deep 
River” and “Water Boy.” He 
is accompanied by the pianist 
Harriet Wingreen and occa- 
sionally by an orchestra and 
a choral obbligato. The cho- 
ral fancy work detracts from 
his naturally simple and dig- 
nified address. (Vanguard, 
One 12-inch LP.)

American Composers 


Bernstein Makes Bold Move’ 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 7 
RECENTLY ANNOUNCED plans for the coming _ 
season of the New York Philharmonic Orchestra denote 
an imaginative enterprise in the formulation of programs 
that may be justly described as unprecedented. For the 
first time in its history this famous orchestra—the oldest 
in the United States—will present a comprehensive survey 
of American music beginning with the works of such com- 
posers as Gilbert, Chadwick and MacDowell and 
through the younger group of contemporaries represented 
by Foss, Blackwood and several others. 

This is a bold undertaking and one that may not be 
immediately successful so far as audience acceptance is 
concerned. The obvious risk makes it all the more creditable 
to Leonard Bernstein, the artistic director, and to the or- 
chestra's executive board. 


RESISTANCE TO AMERICAN MUSIC is not 
confined to conservative concertgoers. Knowledgable musi- 
cians will sometimes contend that a symphony orchestra 
should play only the best music, regardless of its origin, 
and that emphasis on American music as such is a form 
of parochialism. 

Such a position would be tenable if those who hold it 
were to be deprived of hearing the standard masterpieces, 
The old masters, however, are not being neglected. A 
Handel Festival will run concurrently with parts of the 
American festival and due attention will be paid to the 
other great masters of the Baroque, Classic and Romantic 
periods. The difference between this season and previous 
ones in New York is that all the concerts, including those 
devoted to standard works, will be related to one another 
systematically and that each of the several conductors who 
have been engaged will be entrusted with a special category. 


BERNSTEIN HIMSELF will conduct the American 
works. No better choice could be made. Aside from his 
general qualifications as an artist Bernstein has grown up 
with American music, knows its Special properties, under- 
stands its relationship to the general American culture, 
and is himself a composer for the popular theater and the 
concert hall. So authoritative and enthusiastic performances 
are assured. 

It is possible that none of the works to be played in 
this systematic presentation will ever win a permanent 
place in the repertory. But who can make a prophecy 
until they have been tried? When Theodore Thomas was 


public would never accept the music of Richard Wagner. 
“Then I will play it,” he said, “until they do accept it.” 
Roger Sessions is not Wagner, to be sure, nor is Wallingford 
Riegger nor Walter Piston. No American audience, however, 
has ever heard the works of these composers often enough 
to be certain that they could never like them. 


SPEAKING FOR MYSELF I am sure that there 
are several American works, now virtually unknown, that 
would win favor if they were heard often enough. Examples 
are the Third Symphony by Charles Ives, the Canon and 
Fugue for Strings by Wallingford Riegger and the Symphony 
of Chorales by Lukas Foss. 


But even if it were conceded that most of the American 
music now extant is ephemeral, it would still be necessary 
to give it a hearing—and a fair hearing—if the creative 
aspect of American music is to be sustained. As matters 
stand American contemporary music must cope both with 
the resistance that all contemporary music faces and the 
widespread feeling that Europe still holds a monopoly in 
musical culture as in all the arts. 


It would not be profitable to argue the comparative 
merits of American and European music now being com- 
posed. It should be sufficient to say that American music 
has virtues of its own which can be demonstrated. Bernstein's 
courageous programs show the way. If he is allowed to 
follow the same procedure for several seasons his example 
should affect the artistic policies of every orchestra in the 
United States. :

Fair Share Formula Suggested 


For Donations to United Fund 


A minimum contribution to 
the United Fund equivalent to 
one hour’s pay has been sug- 
gested by campaign leaders 
under the Fund’s “fair share” 
giving scale, it was stated yes- 
terday. Larger amounts are 
asked of executives and others 
earning more than $6000 a 
year. 

The formula, based on a 
survey of actual gifts in vari- 
ous income brackets, is used 
as a guide in 1114 firms whose 
employes have adopted the 
single gift United Fund ehap- 


ter plan, a Fund spokesman 
said 

Felix N. Williams, general 
campaign chairman, said the 
scale was developed “as a re- 
sult of the wishes of the giving 
public of our community, who 
formed a givers’ organization, 
the United Fund, to reduce the 
great number of separate cam- 
paigns.” He continued: 

“The larger package they 
achieved necessitates wide ac- 
ceptance of the concept of a 
generous gift, which is vital to 
support adequately the agen- 
cies which serve us all and to 
assure an open United Fund 
door for the inclusion of inde- 
pendent drives. 

“By all those who are able 
assuming their proportionate 
share in the true spirit of de- 


mocracy, the cost of supportin 
our community needs is 

out in the most equitable way 
possible. By gauging his or her 
gift by the scale, each pérson 
can know that he has done his 
part and enjoy the satisfaction 
of having fulfilled his civic re- 
sponsibility.” 

Use of the payroll deduction 
plan was urged to enable con- 
tributors to make donations in 
the easiest possible manner.

a humiliating defeat today in| U 


the opening America Cup racé 
and virtually crushed Eng- 
land’s hope of winning back 
the prized trophy snatched 
from her shores 107 years ago. 


When the white-hulied 
American sloop shot across the 
finish line in 5 hours, 12 min- 
utes and 55 seconds, the Brit- 
ish challenger was just visible 
on the horizon. It was one of 
the most one-sided, races in the 
history of the international 
yachting classic. 


Yachtsmen were almost 
unanimously agreed that Brit- 
ain had faint hopes of recover- 
ing the famous old mug and 
there was a good chance that 
the Columbia would win the 
present chppetition in four 
straight races. 


The second race in the best 
of seven is scheduled Monday. 
It will be run on the triangu- 
lar course. Today's race was 
on the windward - leeward 
course of 24 miles broken into 
four legs. 

President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower, aboard the super-de- 
stroyer Mitscher, stayed only 
long enough to watch Colum- 
bia get off to a strong lead. 
The Mitscher returned to New- 
port after only 35 minutes, but 
more than 1000 other spectat- 
or boats remained to cheer on 
the American entry. 

After the two boats finished, 
each crew gave the other a sa- 
lute of “Hip, hip, hooray.” 
There was loud blowing of 
horns and Columbia’s crew 
grinned broadly at the wild 
congratulations. 

The race actually was no real 
test, It began in a light north- 
erly breeze of no more than 
four knots and after the com- 
mittee set a north-south 
course it turned into a reach- 
ing duel. 

With Briggs Cunningham, 
also a famed automobile de- 
signer and racer, at the helm, 
Columbia shot into an eight- 
minute lead on the first wind- 
ward leg of the 24-mile course.

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Three Waterfowl-Hunting Changes 


The waterfowl season will open in Missouri 
next month, one day earlier than last year. Opening dates are | 


Oct; 24 for Missouri, Oct. 18 for Illinois. 


Three changes will be in ef- 
fect this year: 

The price of the federal 
“duck” stamp has gone up 


to $3 from $2. 

Shooters will be limited to 
two canvasbacks, or two red- 
heads or one of each, in the 
defly bag. 

The goot season in four 
counties in southern Illinois 
has been reduced to 45 days, 
from 50. 

Otherwise, regulations 
main the same. The season 
will last 70 days in Missouri 
and Illinois; limits are four 
daily and eight in possession 
for ducks, five daily and five 
in possession for geese, but no 
more than two Canada geese 
permitted in the bag. 

Shooting hours will be one- 
half hour before sunrise to 
sunset and the taking of wood 
ducks is prohibited for the 
third year in a row. 

The Mississippi flyway states 
were given the option of per- 
mitting one wood duck in the 
bag and having a daily closing 
time of 30 minutes before sun- 
set, or barring wood duck 
shooting and letting hunters 
take waterfowl until sunset. 

Of the 14 states in the fly- 
way, only five—Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Ohio and 
Tennessee — chose the wood 
duck and the shorter hours. 
The woodies are particularly 
vulnerable at sunset. 


A Mallard Area 


As usual, shotguns must be 
plugged to allow no more than 
two shells in the magazine, 
with one in the chamber. Bait- 
ing and live decoys are for- 
bidden. A state hunting license 
is required in addition to the 
federal stamp. 

The stamps can be purchased | 
at post offices and are re- 
quired for all hunters who. 
have attained the age of 16. 
The old regulation prohibiting 
shooting until noon on opening 
day is no longer in effect. 

The limitation on the num- 
ber of canvasbacks and red- 
heads will mean little to Mis- 
souri and Illinois shooters be- 
cause few of these ducks are 
bagged in this section. 

The number of ducks killed 
in Missouri last season was es- 
timated at about 700,000. About 


re- 


ever. They represent two of 
the 20 species of so-called 
“diving ducks” found in this 


country. 

The word “diving” is applied 
because the ducks go down 
deep in the water for their 
food, as distinct from the 16 
species of puddle or dabbling 
ducks which feed in shallow 
water. 


Drouth in North 


The decision to restrict the 
'taking of canvasbacks and red- 
| heads followed severe drought 
conditions in the northern 
breeding grounds, particularly 
in southern Saskatchewan, The 
United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service said diving ducks 


adapting themselves to adverse 
habitat conditions. 

A somewhat gloomy outlook 
for Missouri hunters is seen 
because a big percentage of 
ducks migrating through this 
state in the fall comes from 
Saskatchewan. 

However, weather plays a 
most important role in hunter 
success. Last season, one of 
the best in recent years, was 
helped greatly by the low tem- 
peratures and blustery winds 
prevailing at the start. On the 
'other hand, "bluebird weather” 
—sunny and windless — will 
mean a poor bag for hunters, 
no matter how many ducks 
there are. 

In Missouri last 
shooters averaged slightly bet- 
ter than one duck a trip. For 
geese, the average was slightly 
under one a trip. 

A hunter who has a Missouri 
permit and an Illinoig non- 
resident license, or vice versa, 
can hunt ducks for 76 days pro- 
vided he stays in the proper 
state during periods when the 
| season is not open in the other. 
Closing dates are Jan. 1 in Mis- 
souri' and Dec. 26 in Illinois. 

The goose season was re- 
duced to 45 days in Alexander, 
Williamson and Jackson coun- 
ties in southern [Illinois be- 
cause of a possible shortage of 
food for the “honkers from 
Canada. The shooting period— 
which may be extended if the 
harvest of geese is not heavy 
—will be from Nov. 5 through 
Dec. 19.

Nose-out Artist in 
St. Louis Traffic 


ALL SORTS OF EXPERTS these days are trying to 
figure out why St. Louis traffic moves like a retarded 
tortoise on rubber crutches, 

Well, if traffic engineers would just ask me about 
these things I could tell them. 

One main reason—and the one we'll take up today— 
is the nose-out artist. He is the driver who, upon reach- 
ing a main artery intersection from a side street, pokes 
the front end of his vehicle out to block at least one 
lane and, with any skill at all, two. 

Three lanes’ blocked is the local record, ‘It was al- 
most broken on Lindell in the summer of 1954 by a rich 
misanthrope with a long car but he was disqualified when 
a 10-ton truck approaching from the east knocked him 36 
feet, to wild applause, into a bed of young zinnias.

“} wonder if you would tell us here today 
some of the more esoteric points of out-nosing. 
For instance, how did you happed to take up this 
pursuit?” 

“Well,” he said, scratching his chin abstract- 
ly, and speaking loudly to be heard above the pro- 
fanity, “I just thought it would be interesting. My 
hobby used to be driving slow at the head of Sun- 
day traffic, but it lacked a certain stimulation.” 


» “NOSING OUT gives you a chance to live dangerously?” 
“A Jim Dandy chance, Buster! These fenders didn't 
come like this from the factory, you know.” ~ 
“How do you pass the time while you sit blocking 
traffic? I mean, you’ve still got five lanes to get across 
yet.” 


“Oh, I don’t know. Humming. Listening to Ed Wilson 


on the radio. Play a little solitaire occasionally. Meditate. 
And, too, I collect cussing.” 

“You make a list of the things you’re called?” 

“For my journal. I plan to publish my memoirs. Just 
last Thursday I got a new one—a hemstitcher from Kirk- 
Wood screamed that I was a frowsy bustard. I looked it 
up and a bustard is a large bird, related both to the 
cranes and the plovers. Rather imaginative, I thought.” 


“How do you break into the stream of traffic? 
Pure courage?” 

“Partly, not entirely. It is mainly that I have 
a keen insight inte human nature and the varie- 
ties of driver. A timid soul will give way at the 
first charge. And, often, a loud honk of the horn 
will startle the preoccupied type into slamming 
on brakes, thinking he is running a stop sign.” 


“YOU COME OUT of only unmarked intersections, I 
note, and never through arects where there are ind 
signs or signals to help you.” 

“Oh, of course. The other wouldn’t be cricket. I have 
my city map carefully marked. My favorite is an alley in 
the 3000 block: of Olive. Skeet out from there about 5 
o'clock any weekday and boy, have you got fun!” 

‘ “Do you—” 

“Pardon me, I do. believe that man in the adequate 
little black car is screaming at me—I must get this down.” 

He listened carefully, smiled: “Rather original. He 
contended I was a pointy-headed dastard and recom- 
mended self-strangulation.

On the Sharia Ibrahim Pasha, 
a street in Cairo not far from 
the Nile, there is a paved open 
space with an old sycamore 
tree standing at one edge.

On this spot, Napoleon aband- 
oned his vision of empire. It 
was the army headquarters 
during his star-crossed adven- 
ture in Egypt.

“a Russian fishing fleet had 
gone through the canal some 
weeks before,” he says. “I be- 
Heve the people who led the 
mob that day got some special 
incendiary grenades from the 
Russians. 


“The leaders were Socialists, 
so-called. 

“I recognized some of them. 
And I saw them pull the pins 
and throw the grenades. The 
grenades were about the size of 
an egg. They didn’t explode. 
They shot out a fierce flame. 

“We had water and sand 
buckets ready. But the more 
water thrown, the more the 
flames spread. It didn’t affect 
them at all.” 

‘The old hotel went quickly. 
Very soon, Abu Bakr el Hemedy 
began leading guests out of the 
hotel. It was. completely filled. 
Two lives were lost. 

The mob threatened to kill 
others. He said he saved two 
Belgian women by yelling, 
“They're not British—they're 
Turkish.” 

At the end of the day, only 
the charred walls and the 
Scarred sycamore remained of 
Shepheard’s. 

Five years later, the new 
Hotel opened. It carries the 
name and a plaque com- 
memorating its predecessor.

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Crusty Editor Defies the Law 


Went Fishing in Sedalia Reservoir Just to Show Them He Could —May Go to Jail

WHEN MAGISTRATE’S 
COURT is called to order to- 
morrow in Sedalia, Mo., one of 
the defendants will be a portly 
63-year-old editor and printer 
with a mop of white hair and 
an air of injured innocence. 


His name is Stanton Hudson. 


his trial. A Sedalia restaurant 
operator has promised to de- 
liver steak dinners to his cell 
if Hudson has to go to jail, and 
the editor says he’s confident 
that his friends will find some 
way to pipe beer into the cala- 
boose 


As a matter of fact, Hudson 
has already been in jail for 


came out without visible dam- 
age. He interviewed the three 
other prisoners and found all 
of them to be purely innocent, 
and on leaving he recommend- 
ed that the jailer turn them all 
loose. The jailer promised to 
think it over. 

At first glance Hudson would 
not appear to be the type to 
defy the law, but he’s been de- 
fying things all his life and en- 
joying every minute of it. His 
newspaper, the weekly Sedalia 
Times, probably has suffered 
financially from this, because 
Hudson is not the kind to 
soothe small-town advertisers 
by printing the kind of things 
they like to read. But there are 
a lot of things he values above 
money. 

I first met Stan in 1942, 
when I was editor of the camp 
newspaper at Fort Leonard 
Wood. A couple of us would 
put on our Sunday soldier-suits 


every week and go up to Se- . 


dalia to supervise the printing 
of our paper in Hudson’s shop. 
Even then he was more con- 
cerned with enjoyment of life 
than with pursuit of a dollar. 

Stan would appear suddenly 
at the door of the composing 
room, while his printers were 
maneuvering a delicate type- 
setting job into a form, and 
would shout, “HIDE OUT, YOU 
, THE DAY OF 
JUDGMENT IS AT HAND!” 
Type would fly in all direc- 
tions, and would have to be re- 
set at Stan’s expense, but it 
kept people from getting bored. 

His own newspaper, the 
Times, still suffers from the 
gremlins that used to pester 
our Army paper. Take the case 
of last year’s Christmas edi- 
tion of the Times, when sev- 
eral extra pages were added to 
handle the heavy volume of 
holiday advertising. ‘These ex- 
tra pages were tastefully 
printed in red and green ink, 
but a couple of them came out 
upside down. Hudson blandly 
explained to his readers that 
when he made up those pages, 
he just happened to be stand- 
ing on his head. © 

Hudson has always been a 
diligent crusader against fool- 
ishness in high places, and 
against regimentation of any 
kind. He conducts his cam- 
paigns in a front-page column 
which he calls, simply enough, 
“My Col’m.” Some of the cru- 
sades are successful, but not 
all. 

When Sedalia installed some 
new traffic signals which in- 
cluded a “walk” light, Stan 
found that he barely had time 
to get across the street to the 
tavern before the light changed. 
He suggested in his column 
that the light be modified to 
read “run like hell.” When 
that proposal was ignored at 
city hall, he went back to his 
former practice of crossing 
the street in the middle of the 
block, letting motorists watch 
out for themselves. 

Then there was the case of 
“good friend Rex.” During the 
last city political campaign, 
one of the candidates promised 
to bring in his “good friend 
Rex Whitten,” the state high- 
way engineer, as a consultant 
on the problem of improving 
Sedalia’s streets. The candidate 
was elected, and Hudson start- 
ed demanding that he make 
good on his promise. Hardly a 
week went by without a note 
in Stan’s column to the effect 
that “good friend Rex still 
isn’t here.” 

The high point came on 
June 27, when Stan wrote: 

“Last Tuesday night the 
police car sirens were 
screeching and the red lights 
were flashing all over town. 

Oh, I leaped from my bed 

and woke my dutiful room- 
mate. She asked ‘What is it?’ 

‘Oh,’ I cried out in utter joy, 

‘Rex has come at last. There 

will be dancing in the new- 

paved streets tomorrow. We 


Hudson sets his own type. ’ 


were about to give up, and 

Here He Is!’ Well, as it 

turned out, it wasn’t Rex at 

all. It was a tornado which 
was, supposed to be on its 
way here. Apparently the 
police ‘got the wind wp,’ 
which was only natural 
under the circumstances. But 
the tornado didn’t get here 
and neither did Rex, and we 
went reluctantly back to 
bed.” bs 

Stan’s latest crusade, and his 
involvement with the law, be- 
gan when he heard of mysteri- 
ous goings-on at Spring Fork 
Lake, the Sedalia water reser- 
voir. Ordinary Sedalia citizens 
were not supposed to fish in 
the lake, but Hudson heard 
that certain members of the 
city water board were not only 
going fishing but were inviting 
friends to go along. Stan kept 
asking the board members 
about this until, he says, one 
of them admitted that the re- 
ports were true. 

Stan promptly went to bat in 
his weekly column. Why, he 
asked, isn’t the lake open to 
all fishermen, and not just a 
chosen few? The answer came 
back from city hall that fish- 
ing caused “contamination” of 
the water. The water board 
could hardly have chosen a 
more unfortunate reply, be- 
cause Hudson’s son is a_ fish- 
eries biologist and Hudson was 
able to bring up some powerful 


ammunition to refute the “con-~ 


tamination” theory. The board 
responded by saying, in effect, 
“All right, from now on NO- 
BODY fishes in the lake.” 
Hudson picked up the chal- 
lenge. He announced that HE 


would go fishing at Spring Fork 
on Sunday, June 8, although he 
personally had no use whatever 
for fish. He invested 45 cents 
in a cane pole, went to the lake 
through a back entrance, and 
fished for a couple of minutes 
without catching anything. He 
left by way of the main gate, 
after a short but animated dis- 
cussion with a caretaker. The 
caretaker refused to unlock the 
gate, so. Hudson lifted it from 
its hinges and dropped it in 
the driveway. 


The result was a stony si- 
lence on the part of the water 
board, whose chief members 
Hudson refers to as “Old Hen- 
ry” and “Old Mandy.” Hudson 
had literally asked to be ar- 
rested as a test case, and noth- 
ing had happened. Stan there- 
fore called for some resigna- 
tions, and demanded again that 
the lake be opened to the 
public. 


He also announced that he 
planned to go fishing in the 
forbidden lake again on Aug. 
31, and invited everyone in Se- 
dalia to come along. This time 
he managed to get himself ar- 
rested, but it took some doing. 
Stan reported in his column: 


“This time the gate was 
chained. Evidently the board 
had ‘beefed up the defenses,’ 
as they say in the Pentagon. 
So me and old Glen Pohl 
climbed through the fence. 
Pohl went with me just for 
company and as a witness. 
The caretaker was mowing 
the lawn so I went to him 
and told him who I was, and 
he said, “Oh, I know who you 
are.’ So I said I was just sort of

trespassing around and I'd 
like to get arrested. He said 
he wouldn’t arrest me for 
that and so I said, ‘Well, how 
in the hell can a fellow get 
arrested out here?” and he 
said I would have to fish. I 
explained that I didn’t want 
to walk down that flight of 
steps just to fish and just to 
get arrested, but he said I'd 
have to do it. Well, we are- 
gued around about it for a 
while, all very friendly, you 
understand, because he is a 
very nice old fellow and is 
in a very difficult spot. But 
I didn’t put him there.” 


Stan and his friend Pohl 
fished for perhaps a minute, 
and then left through a hole in 
the fence after making the 
caretaker promise to swear out 
a complaint against them. 


So today Hudson is a free 
man, pending the outcome of 
his trial. He has hired a law- 
yer, just because it’s customary, 
but he plans to act as his own 
attorney. He says he’s been 
practicing courtroom manner- 
isms, and has become an ex- 
pert at such things as “leveling 
a stern finger at the witness.” 

There is reason to believe 
that the Sedalia water board 
would like to call the whole 
thing off, but Hudson wants his 
day in court. In the meantime 
he continues to speak his mind, 
regardless. of consequences. 
For instance, the judge who 
will hear his case is Magistrate 
Frank True Armstrong, but 
Stan refers to him in print as 
“Grubby” Armstrong. 

That, friends, is what they 
call fearless journalism.

STONE MOUNTAIN, Ga. 
Sept. 20 (AP). 
SWINGING DOWN the slip- 
pery face of a 686-foot moun- 
tain slope to rescue trapped 
adventurers “just got to be a 
habit” with Elias Nour. 


He started 30 years ago 
when he was 13. That day he 
swung down 200 feet on a 
barbed wire strand ripped 
from a_i dilapidated safety 
fence to grab a man who had 
tumbled into danger. 


Since then, the gaunt, wiry 
electrical repairman has 
snatched 33 persons from the 
treacherous granite outcrop- 
ping. 

Nour operates his voluntary, 
one-man, non-profit rescue 
service at Stone Mountain near 
Atlanta, the site of an unfin- 
ished Confederate memorial 
that attracts thousands of visi- 
tors each year. 


In recent years, seven per- 
sons have plunged to their 
death from the mountain's 
slippery bald dome. But Nour 
—the “old man of the moun- 
tain”—has never lost a sight- 
seer who clung long enough 
for a rescue try. 


In addition, he has made 
score of what he calls “pick- 
ups” on the mountain — dogs, 
children and grownups who 
were lost, injured or just plain 
scared. 


He has received three Hu- 
mane Society awards for pluck- 
ing trapped dogs from danger. 


The decreasing slope of the 
mountain's dome has deceived 
many visitors into thinking 
they can clamber down almost 
to the huge carved-out figures 
on the mountain‘s north face. 
They realize top late they can- 
not. The attempt to scramble 
back to safety often results in 
a backward slide on the slip- 
pery moss. Unless they can 
slide into a slight depression 
or can grab sparse growth, 
they roll and tumble and even- 
tually plunge over the memo- 
rial’s precipice. 

Nour’s advice: “Stay still and 
yell for help.” i 


Nour, a _ taciturn, modest 
man, started his rope swinging 
when he was a sickly child. He 
adopted Tarzan as his hero 
and spent hours swinging 
through the trees. 

,His parents, who came to 
this country from Lebanon, op- 
erated a restaurant at the foot 
of the mountain for years. 


Nour is subject to disabling 
spells of arthritis. —

THERE IS A BELLHOP in 
Miami whose name is Joe 
Gatto. The art critics have re- 
ferred to him as America’s 
greatest primitive painter. He 
is so primitive that he paints 
lions and tigers like a kinder- 
garten graduate. Rich people 


have cooed over Gatto’s 
goodies and have paid $3000 
per painting. I brought one 


home and my wife put it in 
the garbage.

One day he was in Union 
City, N.J., and, by accident, he 
was standing on a scale outside 
a drugstore. A man sneaked up 
behind Joe and felt his mus- 
cles. “You in shape, Kid?” the 
man said. Joe nodded. It’s his 
most literate move. 


“I got a boy,” the man said, 
“wants to go six rounds tonight. 
He comes in at 132. You feel 
like going?” Gatto bobbed his 
head. The man smiled. “There's 
a fat 15 bucks in it for you.” 


That night, as Joe told the 
story to me many years later, 
he sat in a drafty dressing 
room, A dirty man smelling of 
linament wrapped bandages on 
his hands and slipped gloves 
over them. The trainer felt 
sorry for the strange kid. He 
winked at Joe and beckoned 
him to look through a crack in 


Wy the thin wall. 


There Joe saw his oppo- 
nent, a burly kid with a bull 
neck and bulging muscles. 
His manager was pouring 
something on his hands. “It 
was something he was put- 
ting on the heesil tape,” Joe 
said. “I ast my guy what it 
was and he said plaster of 
paris. It didn’t make no dif- 
ference to me.” 


JOE GOT INTO THE RING 
and he saw his friend the 
matchmaker. Gatto waved. The 
man held his nose. The referee 
called the two boys out and he 
gave them their instructions. 
No low blows, no hitting on the 
breaks, no rabbit or kidney 
punches. Make it a nice clean 
fight. 


Then the referee turned to 
Joe’s opponent and whacked 
him on the back. “Kill him, 
Tom,” he said quietly. Joe went 
back to his corner feeling that 
the people were not hospitable. 
The bell rang. He came out 
sparring cautiously and keep- 
ing his distance. Gatto’s oppo- 
nent hit Joe with a roundhouse 
right and our boy pedaled back- 
wards on his bike so fast that 
he made a lap and a quarter 
before he could slow down. 


Gatto is a good Christian. 
He doesn’t believe in fight- 
ing. He went into the ring 
not wanting to hurt his op- 
ponent. Now he figured that 
he had better forget his 
ethics for the moment, or get 
killed. So he moved in on 
the other kid and shredded 
him. 


JOE HAD A LEFT that came 
straight out and landed right 
on the biscuit, He flattened his 
opponent’s nose in the first 
minute, and then worked on 
his lips until the kid looked 
like a trumpet player who had 
run into a brick wall. After the 
first round, Joe watched the 
other boy’s manager and the 
referee help him back to the 
corner. 


Round two was like round 
one, except that Joe’s opponent 
spent most of his time dozing 
on the floor. He was down for 
counts of eight, three and nine, 
Gatto abhorred every moment 
of it, but the kid was a soft 
touch and Joe found he could 
hit him from memory. 


In the third round, Tom 
barely got off the stool. Gatto 
had to hug him to hold him up 
long enough to hit, The Jersey 
boy went down twice. When hé 
got to his feet, after a particu- 
lar slow count, the weferee 
pushed the fighters apart.

The New Films 


THE HUSBAND-WIFE TEAM of Andrew and Virginia 
Stone, which gave us such good suspense pieces as “Julie” and 
“Cry Terror,” have failed rather miserably to add to their 
laurels in “THE DECKS RAN RED,” at the ORPHEUM 
THEATER. 

The plot, on its face, is horrendous enough. Jamés Mason 
is taking out his first command as a maritimé officer, a freight- 
er in the South Pacific. The necessity of taking aboard a new 
cook, an island native, and his pretty, dusky wife, played by 
Dorothy Dandridge, creates some unrest among the crew, par- 
ticularly within seaman Stuart Whitman, who has a lecherous 
eye out for the girl. Whitman and Broderick Crawford, a mal- 
content who has studied maritime law, have a plot to stir up 
mutiny among the crew, then murder everyone, water-log the 


ship and stay with it, and claim it as a prize worth a million: 


dollars under maritime law. 

They set about this efficiently enough. A former punk 
robber too scared to go along is cold-bloodedly tossed over- 
board. Then they proceed with their heinous plot, shooting 
snipe 


The murderers finally force them all off into a lifeboat, plan- 
ning to run down the boat. But Mason comes up with some 
desperate heroics. 

This sounds chilling, but in the making it is rather listless, 
and with no suspense. Stone wrote the story from a maritime 
case history atid produced it on a freighter at sea. But any 
realism that might come from the setting is alleviated by a 
weak script (“Are you all going to get out like rats leaving a 
sinking ship!” demands one crew member.) and apathetic act- 
ing. Mason, usually one of the best, seems weak and indeci- 
sive. Even Crawford seems only a lumbering hulk, not carrying 
in spite of his bloody deeds. Miss 
Dandridge establishes herself firmly as one of the worst ac- 
tresses on the screen.

Well, sir, time passed 
and the other day I went 
to NBC’s preview of its 
fall television season and 
it seems to me that NBC 
has all the personalities 
back again. It’s an im- 
pressive roster. The list 
includes Perry Como 
(who occupies the posi- 
tion very close to that 
Bing Crosby occupied for 
years on the old “Kraft 


Music Hall”), Dinah 
Shore, Bob Hope, Milton 
Berle, Steve Allen, 
George Gobel, Eddie 


Fisher (who was booed on the Steve Allen show the other 
night), George Burns, Groucho Marx, Jack Paar, Tennes- 
see Ernie, and Ed Wynn. That's quite a lineup. 


IF I WERE a CBS executive, it seems to me I'd be 
more than a little distressed to note that some of these 
guys started out wearing the CBS silks.

Rates Begin 
To Firm Up 


By EDWARD COWAN 
WASHINGTON, (UPD 
Home loan interest rates are 
still unaffected by. the recent 
tightening in the money mar- 
ket, top government and lend- 

ing officials report. 
Home buyers still can get a 


loan at rates well below a year = 


ago. But, the experts are 
agreed, the softening that pre- 
vailed in the early months of 
the year has definitely ended: 
There are differences of 
opinion whether this firming 
of rates indicates the start of 
a new upward trend. 
Chairman Albert J. Robert- 
son of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board ‘said he did not 
expect that interest charges on 
home mortgages would be 
ificantly higher six mon 
from now. 
Possible Repercussions 
Some other experts were of 
the opinion that with the treas- 
ury scheduled to raise several 
billion dollars in new borrow- 
ing in coming months, even the 
sluggish “long” or mortgage 
end of the money market 
would feel the repercussions. 
“A lot will depend, one au- 
thoritative analyst said, “on 
whether and how much the 
treasury borrowing will be fi- 
nanced with the federal reserve 


banks and on how much is fi- 7 
nanced with private investors.” 7

In view of this checkered record, is 
the wife’s place in ghe kitchen or on the 
soapbox?

By early November, you'll be able to fly from New 
York to London in six and a half hours, and by Janu- 
ary from Los Angeles to New York in four and a half 
hours. 

Pan American World Airways and American Air- 
lines already have taken deliveryof their first Boeing 
707 passenger jets. Reservations for jet travel this 
year are now being accepted at Pan Am ticket offices. 
There will be no extra charge for jet travel. Prices 
will be the same as for propeller-driven aircraft. 

What you'll get for your money, generally speaking, 
is a faster, smoother, more vibration-free, 600-m.p-h. 
ride in the most thoroughly tested airplané-type in the 
history of aviation. 

By the end of next year, United, Continental, TWA 
and other airlines will be operating a pure jetlinér 
fleet of approximately 90 planes. These will consist 
mainly of Boeing 707s and Douglas DC-8s. Passengers 
will then begin to regard prop-driven aircraft as old- 
fashioned. They'll be saying, “Who ever heard of 
spending nirte hours flying from Newark to Oakland?” 

By 1960 when the Convair 880s, which cruise at 
615 m.p.h., afe delivered to the airlines, there will 
be a total of some 400 jet transports (including the 
British Comet IV and the French Caravelle) flying 
the air routes of the earth. It will then be possible 
for you to fly pretty nearly anywhere by jet, or around 
the world in 40 hours. 

Take the scheduled time for any air trip today. 
Reduce it by 40 to 50 per cent and that’s how long 
the same flight by jet will take. 


Ss” MONTHS ahead of schedule, the jet airliners 


The first thing you notice about the Boeing 707 is 
its tremendous size. It’s almost 50 yards long from 
tip to tail, half the length of a football field. It seats 
124 first-class passengers or 150 in tourist class. 

When you enter the cabin through one of two doors 
located at the front and rear of the plane, the length 
of the-cabin will surprise you. it is 104 feet long. 
Stride up and down a few times, and you've taken 
a healthy stroll. 


Best Seats Forward 
The cabin is 25 feet longer than that of the latest 
long-range propeller airplane now in service. 


You'll notice two lavatories and a galley in the 
front section of the plane, two_lavatories and a galley 


“ in the rear. The lounge is forward, as are all the first- 


class seats, in contrast to prop-driven aircraft where 
tourist passengers are seated up front and first class aft. 

The reason is that the most comfortable seats in a 
jet transport are up front. In the rear you can hear 
the whine of the engines. Up front, once your plane 
achieves cruising altitude, you are almost completely 
noise-free. : 

The 707 is remarkably light and airy. This is 
largely because it has 98. passenger windows, more 
than twice the number of any prop-driven aircraft. 
Each window is made up of three panes, two pressure 
panes capable of withstanding 8.6 pounds of pressure 
per square inch, and one lightweight inner pane. The 
cabin is 12 feet witle, a good 4 feet wider than most 
of today’s planes, and can seat as many as six passen- 
gers abreast. ' |

THE JETLINERS ARE HERE

Jet travel begins in November when the Boeing 
707 goes into regular ens = service. What 
are the new planes like? What can you ex- 


pect? Here are some basic, first-hand-answers 


between the inner and outer sidewall of the plane and 
passing between the panes of each window. This pre- 
vents any view-obscuring condensation on the win 
dows, which are clear all the time. 

As you seat yourself in the 707, you'll find a pas- 
senger service unit above your seat rather than on the 
wall as it is in the prop-driven aircraft. The anit con 
tains the customary “No Smoking—Fasten Seat Belt” 
sign, a stewardess call button, individual reading 
lights, individual forced air inlet, emergency oxygen 
system outlets and a passenger address loudspeaker. 


~The jet interior has been constructed.so well acousti- 


cally that “music to travel by” is practical. Most of 
today’s prop-driven aircraft are too noisy for really sat-

isfactory hearing of music. In a jet one listens to music 
well and comfortably. There also is talk of showing 
movies on long distance jet trips. (This is already 
being tried by Air France. ) 

The jet takeoff is markedly different from prop- 
driven takeoffs. Thé noise from outside is shattering. 
Inside you hear the engine whine, but it is not dis- 
turbing. The pilot, cleared by the control tower, opens 
his throttles, checks his instrument readings and 
down the runway you go. You need 30 per cent more 
runway for a jet takeoff because the acceleration rate 
of jet engines must be sustained for a longer period of 
time in order to get off the ground. 


Steep Takeoff 


At the correct air speed (about 170 m.p.h.) the 
pilot pulls the nose up. The jet can climb 3,000 feet 
or’more per minute.-Present-day propeller airplanes 
leave the ground in takeoff at a nearly level altitude. 
The Boeing 707 noses up from the ground at a steeper 
‘angle. Before you know. it, you’re shooting up at a 45- 
degree angle to a height of 30 or 35,000 feet. 

The comfort of most air journeys is determined by 
the weather. At 35,000 feet you're flying above the 
weather. You're in the earth’s troposphere, which is 
virtually clear of cumulus clouds or thunderheads, At 
10 miles per minute there is no speed sensation, since 
there is nothing relative to measure your speed by. 

You sit back in speciafly constructed foam-rubber 


chairs and relax until the stewardess waits on you. 
Most jetliners will employ from three to five cabin 
attendants to serve you. These will have to work at 
one-meal-per-minute speed to take care of a full pas- 
senger load. (On short trips of 400 to 750 miles 
there is talk of serving snacks instead of full-course 
meals because of the time element, but this hasn't 
been decided yet. ) 

If the weather below is clear, you'll enjoy a 200- 
mile view of the terrain below. Landscapes, moun- 
tains, cities, deserts—all of these pass in miniature, 
as if you were looking down upon a set of small toys. 
At 30,000 feet the sky ahead is clear blue. At 40,000 
feet it deepens to indigo, and.when the sun starts to 
go down, you'll observe that night doesn’t “fall,” as the 
poets say; rather it drifts upward from the ground 
until it envelops the plane in darkness. 

The best thing about a jet ride is that it is enor- 
mously, comfortable. If you’ve heard stories about 
how you can stand a half dollar or a pencil on the 
édge of a table or your arm-rest while in flight, 
they're true. The ride is free of the tiring vibration 
you feel in propeller-driven aircraft. The jet engine, 
smaller and simpler than the piston engine but more 
reliable and three times as powerful, provides more 
speed and comfort by making possible the construc- 
tion of larger, more spacious transports. 

The landing of a jet is no more difficult than the 


- landing of a prop transport. As a matter of fact, land- 


ing requirements for jets are less than takeoff field 
requirements, which means that the 707 can put 
down, if it has to, in pretty nearly any major airport. 
The*plane is equipped with two sets of ailerons, four- 
wheel main landing-gear units instead of two, and 
thrust reversers which are used after landing to brake 
the airplane to a smooth stop. The 707s also are 
equipped with “wing spoilers.” These are flat plates on 
the upper surface of the wing-which can be raised or 
lowered hydraulically from the cockpit. They slow the 
airplane or check its descent. 


Trouble-free Engine’ 


Test -pilots tell me the 707 has more flexibility in 
the rate of descent than prop-driven aircraft: 

Says test pilot Lew Wallick, “Jet transports handle 
easier than piston-engine aircraft. A pilot doesn’t have 
to worry about propellers going sour which has always 
been the most dangerous part of the piston-engine 
plane. He doesn't have to worry about his engine since 
jet engines are relatively trouble-free. He doesn't have 
to worry too much about the weather because his alti- 
tude range takes him above it.” 

Unfortunately, jet engines on the ground are noisy, 
and this poses-a huge problem. I have heard the Boeing 
707, the Douglas DC-8, the Comet IV and the Russian 
Iupelov 104 all warm up prior to takeoff, and the 
whine of their engines is sharp, piercing, throbbing, 
loud, frequently painful—and infinitely more an-

Experts say jets are safest planes built 


noying than the noise from propeller- 
driven aircraft. 

When I mentioned this to a jet trans- 
port manufacturer recently, he handed 
me charts showing that the noise range 
of the jet engine and the piston engine 
were similar. “How come,” I asked, 
“that all the members of the ground 
crew servicing your jet are equipped 
with ear plugs or helmets or both?” 

At that moment the No. 1 engine on 
a.jet transport started up. “I can’t hear 
you,” the manufacturer shouted. 

How the airlines are going to lick 
this noise problem has yet to be solved. 

One suggestion is to have jet aircraft 
towed out to runways by tractors before 
the engines are started. Another calls 
for the erection of glass canopies over 
the ramps leading to the planes, to help 


filter out the high-compressor whine. 


Jet engines must be accelerated to 
almost full capacity before the aircraft 
takes off. Because of this, the takeoff 
noise is considerable. People who live 
near airport approach paths are sure to 
complain. 

Jet noise can be reduced by sound 
suppressors, but when a sound sup- 
pressor is added to an engine tailpipe, 
it reduces the thrust of thé engine 
which in turn reduces the payload, the 
cruising range and the overall safety 
factor of the aircraft. 

So where are we? 


New Era, New Problems 


As one airline executive points out, 
“We are standing at the front door of a 
new age, the jet age. Each time a new- 
era begins, there are problems to be 
worked out.” 

In addition to the noise problem, 
what are the others? From the industry 
point of view, there’s a financial prob- 
lem. The airlines are having a tough 
time borrowing money to pay for their 
new transports which cost from $4 to 
$6 million each. They have to pay $4 
billion by 1962 for new. jet equipment 
and are shy $763,700,000 in financing. 

How safe are these jet transports? 


Aeronautical engineers, test pilots, air- 
line pilots, military pilots all agree that 
they're the safest aircraft ever built. 
What worries operations men, however, 
is the air traffic problem. How do you 
prevent mid-air collisions when jets are 
flying between cities at 600 m.p.h.? At 
such speeds you cannot avoid collisions 
on the “see and be seen” principle cur- 
rently used by pilots. The tremendous 
speeds at which two jets approach each 
other make evasive action virtually im-. 
possible and the altitude between 20, 
000 and 40,000 feet is used by military 
jets, which constitute an omnipresent 
hazard. 


Fool-proof Corridors 


Congress is about to legislate a new 
federal air agency into existence, and 
it will be the job-of this agency to set 
up a system of fool-proof air corridors 
through which the jets can fly regularly. 
Already the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration ‘has set up three trans continen- 
tal air corridors 10 miles wide, and no 
plane can fly in these corridors unless 
it is in contact with ground traffic 
centers. 

Another problem bothering airlines 
officials is that of passenger service. 
How do you handle 150 passengers 
checking in for the same flight? Right 
now most airports’ counter space, bag- 
gage facilities, parking space, ticket per- 
sonnel are all limited. What happens 
if, say, Idlewild Airport in New York 
is socked in, and six trans-ocean jets 
have to put down at Logan Interna- 
tional Airport in Boston? This could 
mean 1,000 passengers de-planing 
within an hour. Can Logan handle the 
situation? Can these travelers be rushed 

gh customs and immigration? Or 
aaa y have to hang around all day 
waiting for baggage and clearance? 

These problems constitute the obvi- 
ous difficulties. In time many more may 
present themselves. Only a few jets will 
go into operation within the next few 
months.

HREE YEARS AGo when Elvis Presley 

burst forth on the show-business hori- 
zon, a red-hot ball of flame, I flew to Mem- 
phis to interview him and his parents.” 
~~ They had just moved into a spanking new 
home, celebrating the first fruits of Elvis’ 
zooming financial success. But in contrast to 
most nouveaux riches, they were polite, self- 
effacing and down-to-earth. 

This was especially true of Gladys Presley, 
Elvis’ mother, a stout, sad-eyed woman whose 
recent death was a crushing blow to her son. 

I asked Gladys Presley. about the family. 
She told me she had married Vernon Presley 
when she was 15.and he was 17. She de- 
scribed life in Tupelo, Miss., as hard and 
unrewarding. Vernon had farmed cotton, 
worked as a day laborer and a WPA carpenter. 

“We lived,” Gladys recalled, “in a ‘li'l ole 
two-room shotgun house Vernon built his- 
self. The plumbing was outdoors.” Two 
years after. they were married, they were 
blessed with the arrival of identical twins. 
One died at birth. He was christened Jesse 
Garon. The other twin was Elvis Aaron. The 
doctor charged $25 for the delivery. 

_When Elvis was 14, his father decided 
the family would have a better chance in 
Memphis, so the Presleys moved north, this 


time into one rented room. Eventually Elvis’ 
father got a job with a tool company. His 
mother served coffee in a Memphis cafeteria. 
Elvis mowed lawns. 

“Back then,” Mrs. Presley told me, “we 
just hoped that when Elvis grew up and got 
out of high school—that he might earn as 
much as $85 a month. We. reckoned that 
with $85 a month, Elvis'd be able to look 
after hisself and also help out at home.” 

Elvis did better than “look after hisself.” 
Last year before he entered the Army, his 
income reached $1,200,000. His recording 
contract with RCA guarantees him $1,000 a 
week for the next 20 years. The boy is set 
for life. | 

But the financial goal of $85 a month 
which his parents set for him lingers in my 
fancy. I thought of it again a few days ago. 
It was announced that Pvt. Elvis Presley was 
scheduled to be transferred from Ft. Hood, 
Tex., to the 3rd Armored Division in Ger- 
many. Presley's current salary in the service, 
the announcement said, was $85.20. 

I thought of the Presleys and our talk in 
Memphis, and I was saddened to realize that 
Gladys Presley wouldn't be around to enjoy 
the financial security her son had earned.

about cuts 


This is the seventh in a series prepared by family 
doctors for PARADE families. From time to time, doctors 
like your own discuss everyday problems of health. 
Today’s article is by Dr. Daryl P. Harvey, of Glasgow, Ky. 


UTS, OF CouRSE, are breaks in the 

skin, that amazing protective cover- 

ing Nature has given our bodies. They also 

can involve the mucous membranes, tissue 

which lines the cavities and channels of 
our bodies. — 

Generally, cuts are classified as minor 
or superficial, major or deep. Serious cuts 
always should be seen by your doctor. He 
will treat them to prevent: 1) infection; 
2) blood loss; 3) disfigurement and 4) 
loss of function of the damaged area. 

Luckily, most cuts are minor and are 
not likely to be treated by a doctor, but 
rather by simple first-aid measures. With 
minor cuts, you should follow these steps: 
- Cleanse the wound with soap and warm 
water. Apply a sterile dressing and band- 
age loosely. If dirt, splinters, glass, metal, 
etc., get into the wound, don’t try to re- 
move them unless they work out easily 
during cleaning. (See a doctor if foreign 
materials remain in the wound. ) 

Do not blow or breathe_on a wound. 
Do not allow handkerchiefs, hands or 
soiled material to touch it. All these may 
cause infection. Change the bandage often 
enough to keep it clean and dry. 


The Serious Wounds 


Major cuts require quick medical at- 
tention.. How do you spot them? If the 
edges of the wound refuse-to fall together, 
stitches may be required. 

Also, the doctor should see deep-pene- 
tration wounds; all cuts about the head 
and face; cuts in which you know foreign 
materials are present; cuts where mild 
pressure or bandaging does not control 
bleeding; cuts in which the area around 
the wound becomes red, painful or swol- 
len; those in which an organ around the 
wound does not look or function properly. 

If bleeding cannot be controlled easily 
with a bandage, apply pressure with the 
fingers, or use a tourniquet. Here are the 
chief pressure points: 
© For bleeding of the head above the 


eyes, apply pressure against the skull, just . 


in front of the ear. Bleeding of the face 
is controlled by pressure about one inch 
forward from the angle of the jaw. To 
control bleeding of the neck, apply pres- 


sure on the side of the windpipe—back 
against the backbone.

© Bleeding from the shoulder and the 
upper arm can be controlled by pressure 
behind the inner end of the collar bone, 
down against the first rib. By pressing on 
the body side of the upper arm, halfway 
between the shoulder and elbow, bleeding 
from the lower arm, forearm and hand 
can be controlled. 


e Press down in the middle groin just © 


below the pelvic bone to control bleeding 
of the thigh, leg or foot. . 

If pressure itself cannot control bleed- 
ing, use a tourniquet made from a strong 
piece of cloth. (Consult a doctor or Red 
Cross manual for its proper use.) 


Signposts for Treatment 


There are several important factors in 
setting up the treatment for cuts. 

1 Is the cut more than six hours old? 
If so, it requires treatment for infection. 

2 What caused the cut? The answer 
helps the doctor to determine the amount 
and types of medication he gives to pre- 
vent blood poisoning, lockjaw and other 
infections. (In this connection, iodine 
never should be used on cuts. It ene 
tissue damage. ) 

3 What is the location of the cut? 
Those that penetrate deeply are more 
likely to become infected. Also, they may 
require surgery for complete repair. 

4-Is your appearance involved? The 
“cosmetic” and psychological factors sur- 
rounding cuts cannot be overlooked. It is 
tragic, indeed, if an individual’s face or 
body is permanently disfigured by cuts. 
Thus, an aim of prompt. treatment is to 
minimize unsightly scars. 

5 Has a tendon been severed? This, 
too, is a vital question. Deep cuts which 
sever tendons (especially of the hands, 
feet, arms and legs) can affect the proper 
funciton of these organs through life. 

To summarize: Cuts may cause infec- 
tion, blood loss, disfigurement or loss of 
function of body parts. A serious cut re- 
quires your doctor’s prompt attention. . 

Such attention may well save you from 


pain, worry and permanent effects which ~ 


could have been avoided. "

On February 23, 1957, the following ad- 
vertisement appeared between the lost-and- 
found and death notices on the back page of 
a metropolitan newspaper : 

PARENTS WITHOUT PARTNERS 
Whether you have your children 
full time or “‘on visitation”’ — 
wouldn’t you like to know others 
in the same position — to talk over 
common problems, to develop a 
fuller life for both yourself and 
your children, to hold group discus- 
sions with psychologists, lawyers. 
ete.? We'd like to hear from you. 
The ad drew more than 30 replies. 


Today the organization that grew from 
this appeal, Parents Without Partners, Inc., 
has more than 800 paid-up members. Seven 
regional groups have been formed in New 
York and New Jersey. And two small groups, 
Parents Without Partners of Miami and the 
Single Parents Society of Philadelphia, are 
following in its footsteps. 

But this is only a beginning. Each year 
American marriages, involving more than 
200,000 children, hit the rocks; death claims 
either mother or father of many more. 

Curiously, not much is known about the 
problems of parents without marriage part- 
ners. Once a divorce is granted, little is done 
to help people adjust to a new way of life. 
And so it is, too, when death takes one parent. 


Earnest hoofing youngster keeps pace with Jim Egleson at Parents Without Partners outing. 
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For single parents, as much concerned with 
bringing up happy children as parents in 
“whole” families, Parents Without Partners 
offers a means of solving together what has 
been a “do-it-yourself” dilemma. 

Behind the idea that led to the creation of 
PWP are two single parents from New York 
City: James D. Egleson, a commercial artist, 
and Jacqueline Bernard, a writer. Jacqui has 
custody of her son, Joey; Jim’s two boys live 
with his ex-wife but spend many weekends 
and vacations with him. 

One July morning about two years ago, 
Jacqui and Jim sat on a beach talking over 
their mutual problems. Married friends lis- 
tened, pointed out the difference between 
their problems and those of a “whole” family 


... bringing up children singlehandedly imposes special burdens. 


and suggested that single parents might learn 
a lot from each other. The idea seemed at- 
tractive, but no such group existed. For the 
time being the subject was dropped. 

But in the months that followed, the idea 
cropped up again and again. Finally, over- 
coming their qualms, Jacqui and Jim decided 
to try an experiment. One ad and one meeting 
later, Parents Without Partners was born. 

Within a few short months over 100 single 
parents were getting together regularly, and 
Jim Egleson and Jacqui Bernard had been 
elected president and vice president of the 
infant organization. Meetings quickly devel- 
oped into a lively exchange of ideas and 
information on the special problems of mem- 
bers. Widows and widowers as well as di-

Profiting from each other's company, single 


vorced parents welcomed the opportunity to 
talk things over with others who understood. 

“When I joined PWP,” one member con- 
fesses, “my ex-husband and I were having a 
running battle over his visits to my daughter. 
He was supposed to come every Sunday, but 
frequently he broke the date at the last min- 
ute. My little girl was unhappy, and I was 
furious. I threatened, consulted a lawyer, 
accused him of being selfish and irrespon- 
sible. Then a PWP father set me straight. 

“ ‘Look,’ he told me, ‘your ex has one day 
off a week. He’s entitled to spend some time 
with his friends, too. Why don’t you work 
out a visiting schedule that’s more realistic? 
Every other week, for example.’ ” 

She did. And it worked like 4 charm. The 
father hasn't missed a visiting day since. 


The Fifth Wheels 


Single parents tend to be “fifth wheels”— 
belonging neither to the single nor the mar- 
ried group in our society and somewhat sus- 
picious of every person of the opposite sex. 
As one PWP member expresses it, “You feel 
as if you're not allowed on the Ark.” But 
through the PWP’s program, members grow 
to knaw each other and to develop a new 
and more satisfying kind of life. 

Sabina Holland, a widow with two sons, 
11 and 15, explains: “Before I joined PWP, 
I thought I was being a good mother, ‘devot- 
ing my life to my children.” Actually, it 
wasn’t healthy for any of us. I remember 
sitting up one night, thinking about this, 
while my older boy was at a party. When he 
came home we started to talk about it. ‘I 
don’t like to go out and leave you just sitting 
around here, Mom,’ he said. ‘You should 
have more friends of your own and do things, 
too.” And he was right.” | 

One of PWP’s first planned activities was 
a series of talks by guest speakers. As a group, 
members could get expert: advice which most 
of them could not afford as individuals. They 
invited specialists in fields such as psychiatry, 
human relations, social welfare, pediatrics 
and law to address meetings. In the question 
period following each lecture, members and 
guest speakers explored the uncharted sub- 
ject of single parenthood — together. 

“One of the subjects we are all concerned 
with, naturally enough,” says Inge Hardison, 
mother of a 4-year-old girl, “is remarriage. I 
confess that I used to be unrealistically ro- 
mantic. But listening to specialists in human 
relations and talking with other PWP mem- 
bers has made me weigh my expectations. I'll 
probably always be a bit of a romantic, but I 
think I’m taking a more sensible view of the 
future now.” 

Many of the experts, commenting on the 


uniqueness of the group, said that these meet- | 


ings were valuable for them, too. Dr. Philip 
Zlatchin of New York. University frankly 
admitted he'd like to have a group discussion 
first.“You are your own best experts,” he said. 


“We psychologists can only guide you.” 

PWP also has set up a discussion-group 
program in which members meet in small 
groups under the guidance of trained coun- 
selors. Lou Heidelberger, a textile converter 
(who unlike most PWP fathers, has custody 
of his 12-year-old son), and Miriam Proctor, 
a psychotherapist (who also is a member of 
PWP),devote their spare time to organizing 
this part of the program. One woman who 
recently returned to her ex-husband credits 
her discussion group with helping to save 
her marriage. 

But PWP members don’t spend all their 
time talking over problems. Soon after the 
first few meetings they began to plan parties 
and picnics for themselves and their children. 
Joe Jagda, an engineer, took over the social 
committee. Vince Fuccella, a divorged father 
who maintains a home for his three children 
and runs a shoe-repair business, heads chil- 
drens’ activities. Between them, in the past 
year, they have organized picnics, a Hallo- 
ween party, square dances, dance classes, a 


- concert and the first annual dinner. On their 


own, individual members of PWP exchange 
visits and share sports and hobbies. 

These activities are organized for pure 
fun, but they have had their educational as- 
pects, too. One PWP mother, for example, 
lived in a neighborhood where there were 
no other single parents. “My 6-year-old used 
to feel different,” she says, “and at 6 that 
isn’t a good feeling. Then we came to PWP 
parties and she made PWP friends. It was a 
great relief to her to learn that she wasn’t the 
only child whose parents were divorced.” 


. The Single Father 


Proof of the social program’s success can 
be seen in a statistic: two marriages between 
members have taken place. 

Educating fathers who do not live with 
their children is one of PWP’s major goals. 
Many men who are divorced from their wives 
feel divorced from their children, too. Often, 
they simply don’t know what to do with them 
on visiting days. 

PWP’s fathers hold regular Monday-night 
bull sessions and talk things over together, 
make suggestions to each other. Since much 
of what they have to say is of interest to 
women, too, a “father’s column” in the 


monthly PWP Newsletter gives the gist of 


these discussions. 

Until last October, most of the growth of 
PWP membership could be credited to word- 
of-mouth advertising. Then a newspaper 
story appeared. Letters poured in from every 
corner of the globe. A Dayton, Ohie, lawyer 
volunteered his services to any chapter that 
might be started in his area. A professional 
librarian in Ithaca, N. Y., offered to help in 
research. A priest in South America asked 
for full details. A doctor contributed $20 to 
be used in any way PWP saw fit. A Stamford, 
Conn., woman wrote: “Congratulations on 
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parents lose their sense of being ‘fifth wheels’ 


starting one of the most brilliant moves ever 
to hit the unhappy subculture of the thou- 
sands of do-it-yourself parents.” 


PWP's Goals . 
In the future PWP plans to help organize 


groups in other areas: As a-nafional organiza- 
tion, they feel that they can accomplish seri- 
ous goals more effectively than a sprinkling 
of similar but unrelated “clubs.” These goals 
include: ; 

e Setting up an advisory group to help div- 
orced, separated and widowed parents 
through the difficult period of marital break- 
up, with minimum harm to their children. 
e Studying current practices of awarding 
custody and arranging visiting privileges, to 
find out which methods work best for the 
children—and for the parents.

e Drawing up a “code of behavior” (with 
the help of professional advisers) to guide 
single parents in handling problems affecting 
their children. 
e Working as a “friend of the court” with 
judges ahd lawyers to give them the benefit 
of PWP’s cumulative experience and. knowl- 
edge. 
e Finding out more about the role of the 
single father. ; 
e Examining the problems of remarriage so 
that members may learn to avoid difficulties 
that may lead to a second marital breakup. 
These are ambitious plans for a group that 
began without precedent less than two years 
ago. But looking back on the work PWP, Inc., 
has accomplished so far, Jim Egleson now 
answers the earlier remark of one single 
parent: “We have built ourselves an Ark.” &

S MANY THOUSANDS of Mary Margaret Mc- 
ride’s admirers know, no one appreciates 

good American cooking quite as much as this fa- 
mous and personable radio commentator. For 
years she avidly has been seeking out special 
regional dishes of treasured goodness. She has 
collected the recipes—and the lore that goes 
with them——from every section of the country. 
And now Miss McBride has put them into a 


book, The Harvest of American Cooking (G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, $7.50). It tells through arfec- 


dotes, history and ‘1,000 recipes, a very special _ 


story of 48 states. “But the tang of New England 
cooking and the charm of New England lore are 
things that stay with you forever,” she says. And 
here are two recipes to prove it—a hearty bean 
pot stew and a New England bread that’s a per- 
fect companion to it. 


A hearty New England meal 


BEAN POT STEW 


2 lbs. stewing beef 10 small onions 
Y% cup flour \4\tsp. paprika 
24% tsp. salt 5 stalks celery, 
2. tsp. pepper cut in 2” pieces 
3 thsp. salad oil I thsp. lemon juiee 
1 garlic clove, 1 tsp. Worces- 
minced tershire sauce 
1 qt. boiling water . 2 bay leaves 
6 medium carrots, 1 tsp. sugar 
halved Dash cloves 
Cut beef in 1” cubes. Combine flour, salt and 
pepper; roll meat in flour mixture to coat. 
Brown meat on all sides in hot salad oil. Add 


all remaining ingredients. Turn into 21-at. 
bean pot or casserole. Cover. Bake in moder- 
ate oven (350°) 24%2 to 3 hours. Makes six 
to eight servings. 


ANADAMA BREAD 
2 cups water 1 tsp. salt 
4 cup yellow I pkg. active dry 
corn meal yeast 
2 tbsp. shortening 2 cup warm 
Y2 cup molasses water (110°) 
5 cups sifted flour (about) 
Boil water. Stir corn meal very slowly into 
boiling water, When thoroughly mixed add 
shortening, molasses and salt. Pour into large

in warm place until double in bulk; about 1 
hour. Cut dough in half and shape each half- 
into a loaf. Place in greased bread pans 712” 
x 342" x 234". Cover with cloth; let rise in 
warm place until doubled in bulk, about 1 
hour. Bake in hot oven (400°) 50 to 60 
minutes. Brush top with melted butter.

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Lipstick- 
at what age? 
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¢¢’y'm 13; and in the seventh grade. I want to wear 

lipstick to school and to parties, but my mother 
doesn't think I should. My girl friends all wear it.

Since lipstick, high heels and other adult fashions 
seem to be the bone of contention in many families, 
1 asked PARADE’s panelists, representative teenagers 
from all over the country, for their comments. 

“Norma Cazares, 16, San Diego, Calif.: “Since girls 
want to be admired by boys, I asked boys what they 
thought. They said high school is soon enough for both 
make-up and heels. They also said that girls should 
practice wearing heels in private before stepping out 
in them in public.” 

Florence Goldman, 19, Chicago: “It depends on the 
maturity of the girl. A junior-high student with heavy 
make-up and high heels doesn’t look older. She looks 
like a girl playing grownup.” 

Marcia Moore, 17, Alexandria, Va.: “I personally 
believe eighth grade is soon enough for lipstick, I 
wanted to start sooner, but now I realize how silly 
I would have looked. Of course, a lot depends on the 
community. If most of the girls in class wear heels and 
lipstick, the girl who can’t feels abused.” 

Others agree. And, they add, most parents seem to 
be guided by general practice, as well as their daugh- 
ters’ good taste. 

If you are having trouble on this.point, it may be a 
good idea to get together with your friends and follow 
the Greenville, $.C., rule. There, by long-standing and 
traditional practice, every girl in the eighth grade is 
expected to wear a touch of very light lipstick the day 
before Christmas holidays. Next, on the day before 
Easter vacation, she wears low French heels (by far 
the easiest to start out with). Parents seem content 
with this arrangement; arguments are avoided — and 
everyone is happier. '

_ WEST POINT, N. Y. 
OU MEET CADET BOB ANDERSON and you're 
hpi by his collar-ad handsomeéness, his shy- 
ness with strangers, his patient politeness. But to 
those who meet halfback Bob Anderson on the foot- 


* ball field these coming Saturdays, he’s a different sort 


—a hoteyed 200-pound ram who'd butt the skull of 
any poor soul blocking his path to a half-yard gain. 
Last season Anderson butted his way te a new 
Army rushing record of 983 yards (breaking legendary 
Glenn Davis’ mark), was the nation’s second best at 
piling up touchdowns (14) and became one of college 
football's rare ones: an all-American in his sophomore 
yeaf. “Anderson,” says Army coach Earl Blaik, “could 
be one of the great running backs of this decade.” 
Such talk makes “Andy” Anderson (see cover) 


wince. Honestly fearful he'll be thought conceited, “ 


he calls almost ev eryone “Sir,” modestly points out to 
interviewers he’s slower than Davis, with whom he’s 
often compared. Pleads the shy, almost bashful Andy: 
“I just want to be known as another one of the 
starters on the Army team.’ 
How can he be so easy-going and shy off the field, 
so violent every Saturday? “Sir,” says Anderson, 


“some football players are naturally aggressive, the 


kind who are always banging their way around. I’m 
just not made that way. But in high school my coach 
told.me I would have to get tougher on the field. Out 
there, he used to say, ‘you’ve got to feel that nobody 
is your friend.’ ” 


‘ Jekyll and Hyde 


Since Anderson by nature feels everybody is his 
friend, he has had to become someone else—at least 
on Saturdays. Before each game he deliberately works 
himself into a fury of teeth-grinding aggressiveness. “I 
become so filled with fight,” he says, smiling, “I don’t 
hardly even know myself.” 

This sort of Jekyll-and-Hyde behavior, though not 
banned by the NCAA, isn’t the best of all tonics for

football players, admits Anderson. “In high school,” * 


he says, “I would get so aroused sometimes I'd be sick 
before a game. And even now, after. building up my 
emotions, I go on the field a bag of nerves.” 

But football still delights him. He lined up for the 
first time while still in grammar school at Cocoa, Fla. 
(His parents had moved there from Linden, N. J., 
after the war; his father is now a civilian employe at 
Patrick Air Force Base.) Big for his age, he played on 
the high-school team while still in grammar school. 
In his senior year at Cocoa High, he dashed 96 yards 
for a touchdown — it’s still a Florida record — and 
made All-State halfback. 


Wanted Man 


Running to his door were scouts from some 20 
colleges. They flew him thousands of miles to inspect 
fabulous campus facilities and promised him every- 


- thing except the bell in-the student union. They dan- 


gled fancy cars and a weekly salary, even a high-paying 
job for his-dad. 

Instead, Anderson chose West Point. Here he gets 
a free education, room and board, $11 1-a-month cadet 
pay—and nothing else. Where he could havesbasked 
in the pampered life of a football hero.at any other 
college, here he suffered silently through the punish- 
ing hazing of plebe year. He rises at 5:50 a.m., is in 
bed by 10 at night. He drills smartly under the spit- 
and-polish discipline of the Point, spends over eight 
hours a day — including every weekday evening _- 
at knuckledown studies. : 

Even Anderson isn’t 100 per cent sure why he 


~ came here. “Sometimes,” he says frankly, “I’m almost 


sorry I did.” But all in all, he believes the Point gives 
him and other football players who come here what 
they most want: 1 ) one of the country’s finest educa- 
tions; 2) a start in a profession—the military—that 
stands high in prestige and security. 

“Oh yes, sir,” says Anderson, “I could get a good 


education at many other schools. But at some places g

During plebe year, when I wanted 
to quit, I thought what it would be like to go home a 
failure and it scared me. It still does. When I went 
home on leave after my first year here, my dad met me 
and I'll never forget the look of pride on his face. He 
took me into a corner and whispered, in a special way 
he has: ‘You dood it, son, you dood it.’ ” 


Rah-Rah is Downgraded 


Such pride among parents, says Lieut. Col. Francis 
Roberts, graduate manager of athletics here, is one of 
the big reasons West Point has long attracted top foot- 
ball players. “But today,” he adds, “we're finding that 
the high-school football player himself is wiser. Raised 
during troubled war years, he has no illusions-about 
the Joe College rah-ralr life. Among the most intelli- 
gent ones—and they're the only ones by law we can 
admit—we find they want an education first, a chance 
to play football second.” 

This week, though, football is king here as Army's 
Black Knights, led by Anderson and running-mate 
Pete Dawkins, prepare for their debut next Saturday 
against South Carolina. After such a sensational sopho- 
more year, does Anderson fear opposing teams will 
gang up to stop him, ruin his chances for All-America? 

“Any good college team,” he says, “can stop one 
man if it wants to. But I hope teams do try to bottle 


me up. That will spring loose Pete Dawkins or Harry 
Walters. Then they'll find,” says Anderson, with typ- 
ical modesty and menace in his voice, “that Army has 
more than one good ball carrier.” a
